JAPAN STRONG FOR PARLEY. 


Premier Declares She Will Do 
Everything She Can for Its Success. 

TOKIO, Feb. 16 (%).—The Japanese 
Government is strongly in favor of 
President Coolidge’s move to reduce 
the naval armaments of world powers 
and will do everything in its power to 
aid in the work. 

Premier Wakatsuki made this state- 
ment in an exclusive interview given 
to an Associated Press representative, 
in which he frankly and informally 
discussed Japan’s position in regard 
to President Coolidge’s proposal for a 
conference of world powers to bring 
about a reduction of naval armaments. 

The Japanese Cabinet, the Premier 
said, was not hesitating in the slight- 
est about accepting the invitation of 
President Coolidge to participate in 
the conference, but was simply. study- 
ing the American memorandum for 
the purpose of forwarding to Wash- 
ington a properly worded reply. This, 
he intimated, would be cabled within 
a few days. 

“Our attitude in this matter of dis- 
armament is not ambiguous, nor is it 
cloaked in diplomatic technicalities,” 
continue¢ Premier Wakatsuki. ‘‘The 
day. of closet diplomacy and _ secret 
treaties is past,.and Japan is not one 
of the last nations to discard anti- 
quated methods of dealing with inter- 
national. agreements.

Britain is represented as willing to 
enter into an agreement to curtail the 
construction: of cruisers and other 
auxiliary warcraft, but not to consent 
to a scrapping program applicable to 
ships already built or under construc- 
tion. This méans, with reference to 
cruisers, for example, that she might 
agree to limit future cruiser construc- 
tion, but would insist upon making 
her present cruiser strength the tins 
of determining international ratios in 
that class of vessels.

Secretary Replies to Norris Resolu- 
tion With Letter to Coolidge, 
Which He Forwards to Capitol.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Only four 
of the nearly fifty American corpora- 
tions .and individuals claiming owner- 
ship of oil properties in Mexico have 
applied for confirmatory concessions 
under the new Petroleum law, ac- 


cording to information of the State 
Department. Of these, two are not ac- 
tively producing oil and the other two 
do not hold. fee-simple titles to prop- 
erties. . 

Secretary Kellogg so informed the 
Senate today through a letter ad- 
dressed to President Coolidge, which 
was the Secretary’s response to the 
Norris resolution seeking information 
regarding American companies having 
oil properties in Mexico. 

Mr. Kellogg gave a. list of American 
and Mexican corporations refusing to 
accept ‘the Mexican oil law. These, he 
said, contfolled 90 per cent. of the ac- 
tively producing oil lands acquired be- 
fore the Mexican Constitution of 1917. 
Americans produce 70 per cent. of the 
Mexican oil. . 

The State Department, Mr. Kellogg 
stated, had given no advice or instruc- 
tions to “any” American persons or 
corporations regarding the Petroleum 
law, but had _ supplied interested 
Americans with full information on the 
American Government’s stand on the 
oil controversy. 

Text of the Secretary's Letter. 

Mr. Kellogg’s letter to the President 
was transmitted to the Senate by the 
White House. It reads as follows: 


The President: 

I, the undersigned, Secretary of 
State, have the honor to refer to the 
resolution adopted by the Senate on 
Feb. 3, 1927, which is quoted below: 

“Resolved, That the Secretary of 
State be requested, if not incompat- 
ible with the public interest, to give 
the Senate the following informa- 
tion: 

‘1, The names of American indi- 
viduals and American corporations, 
owning. or claiming oil lands or oil 
concessions in Mexico alleged to 
have been acquired prior to May 1, 
1917; and if the names of all such 
persons and corporations are not 
known to the department, then give 
the names of those that are known. 

“2. What individuals or corpora- 
tions, foreign to Mexico; if. any, have 
accepted ‘the law or Constitution of 
Mexico relating to oil lands and oil 
‘concessions or titles: based upon 
rights. acquired prior to May 1, 1917. 

“3. The names of American per- 
sons or corporations so owning or 
claiming oil lands or oil concessions 
in Mexico that have refused to ac- 
cept the Mexican law or Constitution 
applying to such concessions. 

“4, Has the department given any 
advice or instructions to any of 
such American persons or corpora- 
tions; and if so, what instruction 
or advice has been given? 

“5. Supply the Senate with copies 
of all correspondence between the 
department or any of its officials 
and any of such persons or corpora- 
tions so owning or claiming oil lands 
or oil concessions in Mexico.” 


No Government Grants Recorded. 


1. In response to the inquiry as 
to the names of American individuals 
and American corporations owning 
or claiming oil lands or oil conces- 
sions in Mexico alleged to have been 
acquired prior to May 1, 1917, I beg 
to state that, according to the de- 
partment’s information, no oil con- 
cession was granted before the date 
mentioned by the Government of 
Mexico to any American corpora- 
tion or individual.

In order to.develop these substances 
the owner of the land shall subject 
his operations to all rules and orders 
of a police nature.” - ; 

The Mining law of June 4, 1892, con- 

tained the following: 

“Article I[V—The owner of the land 
may freely work without a special 
franchise (concession) in any case 
whatsoever the fdllowing mineral 
substances: mineral fuels, oils and 
mineral waters. ‘ a 

“Article V-—AlIl mining property 
legally acquired and. such as. here- 
after may be acquired in pursuance 
of this law shall be irrevocable_and 
‘perpetual,”so: long as* the Federal 
property tax be paid, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the law creating 
the said tax.”

Was Stipulated. 


Article XI of the Mining law of 
Nov. 25, 1909, reads: 


“The following substances are the 
exclusive property (propiedad ex- 
clusiva) of the owner of the soil: 
1—Ore bodies or deposits of mineral 
fuels, of whatever form or variety; 
2—Ore bodies or deposits of bitumi- 
nous substances,”’ 

Attention is also invited to Article 
XXVII of the Mexican Constitution 
of 1857, in force during the period the 
said holdings were acquired by 
American individuals and American 
corporations. This article, in part, 
provided that ‘private property shall 
not be taken without the consent of 
the owner, ays for reasons of pub- 
lic utility, indemnification having 
been made.” ‘ 

Ever since the question at issue 
arose duri the Administration of 
President Wilson, the Government of 
the United States has consistently 
maintained and continues to main- 
tain that there should be no question 
as to the security of valid and vested 
rights which have been acquired by 
American citizens in accordance with 
Mexican laws as they existed at the 
time of their acquisition. 

This attitude of the Government 
was asserted by the American com- 
missioners in their conference in 
Mexico City in 1923, and there is no 
departure from it in the understand- 
ing which they reached with the 
Mexican’ commissioners, and the 
Government of the United States has 
maintained this position in the recent 
diplomatic correspondence upon the 
question between the United States 
and Mexico. 


Post-Constitution Claimants Listed. 


It is impossible for the Department 
of State to furnish the Senate with 


a complete list of the land acquisi- 
tions in Mexico before May 1, 1917, 
by American individuals and Amer- 
ican corporations, as the names of 
all such and corporations are 
not known to the department. 
However, replying specifically to 
the first inquiry contained in the 
resolution, I give below the names 
of American individuals and Amer- 
ican corporations who, according to 
the department’s information, own 
or claim lands in Mexico alleged to 
have been acquired prior to May 1, 
1917, and which have been found to 
contain or are supposed to contain 
subsoil deposits of petroleum:

Four Have Asked Concessions. 


2, In answer to the second ques- 
tion I desire to state that, accord- 
‘ing to the department's information, 
the following individuals or corpora- 
tions foreign to Mexico have applied 
for confirmatory concessions under 
the provisions of the so-called Petro- 
‘leum law.of Mexico, regulatory of 
Article XXVII of the Mexican Con- 
stitution of 1917: The Penn-Mex Fuel 
Company; the Texas Petroleum and 
Asphalt Company; the East Coast 
Oil Company, and the New England 
Fuel Oil Company.

Companies Named Are Big Producers. 


The department understands that 
the American and Mexican corpora- 
tions herein above listed as having 
refused or failed to accept the pro- 
visions of the Petroleum law of Mex- 
ico control about 90 per cent. of the 
active petroleum-producing lands of 
Mexico acquired before the Mexican 
Constitution of 1917, and that they 
produce about 70 per cent. of the oil 
produced in Mexico. 

4. Replying to the fourth inquiry, 
I beg to say that the Department of 
State has not given any advice or 
instructions to any American persons 
or corporations with regard to the 
above-mentioned Petroleum law. 

It has supplied interested American 
citizens or their counsel with full in- 
formation regarding the general 
position of the Government of the 
United States with respect to the 
rights of American nationals owning 
property in Mexico, so that any ac- 
tion taken by such nationals might 
be based upon a complete under- 
standing of the position of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in the 
premises. 

The department has _ furnished 
such nationals with translations of 
the said Petroleum law and of the 
regulations issued pursuant thereto, 
as well as with copies of the recently 

, published diplomatic correspondence 
between the Government of the 
United States and the Government of 
Mexico dealing with such law and 
regulations, as well as with the so- 
called Alien Land law. The position 
of the Government of “the United 
States is clearly stated in that cor- 
respondence, 

5. Referring to paragraph 5 of the 
resolution, I may say that the cor- 
respondence between the department 
and persons and corporations owning 
or claiming oil lands in Mexico has 
been necessarily voluminous. 

This correspondence consists almost 
exclusively of inquiries or informa- 
tion concerning the Mexican Petro- 
leum law and the official attitude of 
this ‘Government with respect there- 
to. 

As above stated, the department 
has consistently refr@ined from giv- 
ing advice and counsel to such per- 
sons and corporations as to the 
course which they should’ themselves 
pursue. 

I cannot see that the transmission 
of the correspondence would throw 
any light upon the situation, and I 
hesitate to make it public without 
the consent of the interested persons 
and corporations, especially in view 
if the position taken by the Mexican 
Government to the effect that ap- 
peals by such individuals and corpo- 
rations for the interposition of their 
own Government would possibly in- 
volve. forfeiture or serious prejudice 
of their rights in Mexico.

President Calles will receive Mr. Sin- 
clair tomorrow to discuss with him the 
situation created by the new Petro- 
leum law. 


It is believed here that Mr. Sinclair | 


will convince the President that the 
best policy for both parties to the con- 
troversy is to get together as soon as 
possible and find a way out of the 
dispute over the petroleum regulations. 

Mr. Watts, one of the Sinclair execu- 
tives, is attending the conference of 
his chief and Secretary Morones 
tonight. 

Mr. Sinclair said today that he had 
come to Mexico to obtain first-hand 
information on the situation, as his 
corporation’s stockholders wanted to 
know the real facts. 

Referring to the drop in Mexican oil 
production, Mr. Sinclair said that it 
had come at a fortunate time, as the 
increased production in the United 
States and the imports from South 
America assured a plentiful supply for 
American industries. He said that 
Russia could supply the entire world 
for Many years, as she had enormous 
reserves. 

The Sinclair Company would contin- 
ue operations in Mexico and was plan- 
ning to extend them, he said. The 
first expansion, he continued, would 
come on properties acquired after May 
1, 1917, and when the difficulties over 
those acquired before that date had 
been» overcome the company would 
then start active work on the precon- 
stitutional lands. 

When asked if -he considered as con-

The Virginia Senator spoke invari- 
ably of ‘“‘this group,”” but when Sena- 
tor Wheeler of Montana insisted on 
investigating the American Bankers 
Association, Senator Glass replied: 
et is the purpose of this resolu- 

on.” 

Just before offering his resolution 
Mr. Glass presented a telegram from 
Thomas B. Paton, general counsel of 
the association, denying any attempt 
to unduly influence Representative 
Hull, author of the Huli amendments, 
or Senators Wheeler, Dill and Howell. 

On Monday Mr. Wheeler read a liet- 
ter, ostensibly from Mr. Paton, offer- 
ing Representative Hull legal business 


and a telegram from the association’s 
Executive. Committee asking that the 
three Senators be “reached.” 

The Hull letter, Mr. Paton asserted, 
"was merely one of 20,000 circular forms 
and never was intended as personal. 
The telegram was an “open and legiti- 
mate’’ method of asking association 
Members to do what they could to 
influence the three Senators by ‘‘hon- 
est argument.”" He declared ‘any in- 
ference of undue or improper influence 
is entirely’ unfounded and an unjust 
imputation.’” Only this morning, he 
said, had he found that the letter was 
sent to Mr. Hull.

TO CALL DRY HEADS

LaGuardia Says Haines, Merrick 
and Yellowley Know About 
the Judge’s Activities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Officials of 
Prohibition~ Unit No. 1 are among 
the witnesses the. House Judiciary 
Committee will be asked to summon to 
testify as to the alleged illegal acts 
of Judge Frank Cooper of the Northern 
District of New York, whose impeach- 
ment is proposed in a resolution intro- 
duced by Representative LaGuardia of 
New York. 

Mr. LaGuardia will call Roy A. 
Haines, Prohibition Commissioner; E. 
C. Yellowley, Chicago Dry Adminis- 
trator, and R. Q. Merrick, special 
agent. He asserts that all of them 
have knowledge of under-cover activi- 
ties participated in by Judge Cooper. 
Others to be called are Charles M. 
Forbes, Charles H. Parker and Michael 
Stapleton, dry agents, who were ac- 
tive at one time in the campaign 
against smuggling along the Canadian- 
New York border. 

Mr. LaGuardia will ask the commit- 
tee to require the clerk of Judge 
Cooper’s court to produce a copy of 
the letter-in which the Judge is said 
to have invited Mr. Merrick to confer 
as.to. the best means that could be 
adopted. in collecting evidence against 
‘higher-ups” among New York. boot- 
leggers. 

The Judiciary Committee will not 
take up the Cooper case until next 
week, if present plans are carried out. 

The controversy between Mr. La- 
Guardia and Major Mills, dry admin- 
istrator at New York, was reopened to- 
day when the former said he had been 
told that Major Mills had informed 
New York newspapers that the under- 
cover organization in New York known 
as Le Shone de Paris, Inc., went out 
of existence before he took office, and 
that General Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was familiar 
with all the facts.in the case, 

“The date of the bulk of the opera- 
tions of the Le Shone de Paris, of 
course, indicates that it was before 
Mr. Mills assumed office in New 
York,’’ said Mr. LaGuardia, *‘but since 
that time, and under Mr. Mills’s ad- 
ministration, this same notorious Bert 
Rolls has been on the Government 
payroll as an under-cover man. Mr. 
Mills cannot deny that. Mills further 
says that when he took office the rec- 
ords in this case were gone from his 
office, but he fails to state that all 
the records were in the District Attor- 
ney’s office for the many cases that 
were framed by Rolls and Malone, 
though Le Shone de Paris had already 
been indicted in the Southern District 
of New York.” 

A bill proposing modification of the 
prohibiton law to make it conform to 
the declaration of principles contained 
in the New York referendum was in- 
troduced in the House today by Repre- 
sentative Perlman.

SEES 1927 BUDGET MENACED 


Deputies Sense: Official Demand. for 
Cut in Reparations—Whole Nation 
Would Back the Move. —

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—There-is no pos- 
sible way visible at present for Ger- 
many. to meet her Dawes obligations 
after this year and, moreover, the 
chances of her being able to balance 
her 1927 budget are by no means good. 
So the Finance Minister, Heinrich 
Koehler, informed the Reichstag this 


afternoon in a maiden speech fairly 
steeped in gloom. 


Such pessimistic declarations have 
been out of fashion for several months, 
but the new watchdog of the German, 
Treasury evidently means to make 
them modish once more in Ministerial 
utterances, 

His observations about the apparent 
impossibility of paying the reparations 
charges scheduled for 1928 and 1929 
throw the strongest doubt on the ulti- 
mate fulfillment of the Dawes pro- 
gram. He evidently. was weighing his 
words with the greatest care. He was 
listened to in the same spirit by a 
gravely silent House. 

In his deliberate utterances the Dep- 
uties seemed to sense the first intima- 
tion of an official German demand for 
a downward revision of the Dawes 
plan. For this German public opinion 
long has been waiting. That the whole 
nation wilkbesecond ‘Herr Koehler’s 
warning is a foregone conclusion. 


Whole Speech Pessimistic. 


The tenor of the speech, which served 
to introduce the budget for the fiscal! 
year beginning on April 1 to the 
Reichstag, was pessimistic throughout. 
While admitting that ordinary expendi- 


tures for the current year would be 
covered by the estimated revenues, 
with a ‘‘comparatively small surplus,’’ 
the Minister declared that only the 
proceeds of the recently launched loan 
of 450,000,000 marks and the reimburse- 
ment of 100,000,000 “marks from the 
Postoffice Department were available 
to meet the extraordinary budget 
totaling 940,000,000 marks voted last 
Summer. And the Reich, he added, 
cannot seek a further loan.on the open 
market for several months to come. 

Turning to ‘the budget ‘estimates for 
the coming year, Herr Koehler ob- 
served: 

“The balancing of the proposed ordi- 
nary budget of 8,000,000,000 marks 
seems to me to be visionary. The 
sources of revenue have been viewed 
from the standpoint of strong eco- 
nomic optimism. Unforeseen burdens 
lurk in the background. There is the 
probability that we shall have to pay 
an additional.40,000,000 marks a month 
for unemployment relief.’’ 

Herr Koehler described the repara- 
tional obligations as “gigantic and 
malevolently influencing the whole 
budgetry structure.”’ Later, he said in 
more detail: 

“The aggregation of reparations pay- 
ments will total about 2,000,000,000 
marks. Add to that sum ‘1,300,000,000 
marks for the war and there is a total 
of 3,300,000,000 marks which the Ger- 
man people must pay for the war and 
reparation costs in the coming year. 

“The year after, according to the 
Dawes plan, the charge on the budget 
and the’ service of the railway and 
industrial bonds will be increased by 
432,000,000 marks and in 1929 by a fur- 
ther 290,000,000 marks. I recognize at 
the present moment that there is no 
possibility of our. producing these pay- 
ments, despite our good-will. 


Value of Trade Stressed. 


“When the Reparations Agent Gen- 
eral indicates .that stabilization has 
not become a fact all over Europe and 


that until it is realized world trade 
cannot develop along normal lines, I 
remark that a further development of 
Germany’s reparational capacity de- 
pends .materially on the restoration of 
the normal trade relations in question. 


can loyally to fulfill the- obligations 
she has accepted, but the necessary 
preliminary conditions for that must 
be provided.. The preliminary condi- 
tion for the fulfillment of.the Dawes 
plan is for us to be strengthening Ger- 
man trade, since commerce fighting 
for its existence cannot produce bDil- 
lions for reparations.’’ 

Herr Koehler reiterated his dark 
foreboding about Germany’s economic 
situation contained in yesterday’s in- 
terview. In the Reichstag, however, 
he numbered the unemployed at 1,750,- 
000 instead of the: 2,000,000 mentioned 
in the Lokal Anzeiger. He pleased the 
Deputies mightily by promising to pre- 
serve the policy of avoiding fresh 
taxes on business enterprise and 
painted the 1927 budget as too heavy to 
be borne. by the country in its present 
economic position. 

Including the State and municipal 
imposts the German taxpayers, he’ 
pointed out, would be asked to raise 
the “astounding sum of 11,000,000,000 
marks—an amount which occasions the 
gravest anxiety.’’ ' 

In the beginning of the debate on 
the 1927 budget the Nationalist Dep- 
uty, Herr Oberfohren, lauded Herr 
Koehler for his picture of gloom and 
echoed the Minister’s thoughts that 
the Reich is facing difficult financial 
troubles which are due, he said, to the 
unwise policies of the former. demo- 
cratic Finance Minister; Peter Rein- 
hold, whose unfounded optimism was 
responsible to a large degree for the 
present..deplorable. state of the treas- 


ury. 
Dr..Reinhold,. he added,. entered. into 
office with a surplus from previous 


coffers and obligations totaling nearly 
a billion marks. 

Though the Nationalists favored 
Dr. Reinhold’s reduction of taxes, ‘Herr 
Oberfohren says that reforms were 
carried out without proper caution, 
leaving the Reich’s financial status in 
a state of quandary 

For his party Herr Oberfohren prom- 
ised full support to the new Finance 
Minister, but pictured bitter times be- 
fore’ the Reich’s financial condition 
could be termed in good shape.

To add further to the lively comment 
provoked, Parisians read today a 
speech of M. Eccard, Senator of the 
French Department of the Lower 
Rhine, in which it is asserted that the 
German war budget for the current

French May Rush Fort Plans. 


The Belgian uneasiness, as reflected 


in the Parliamentary debates of the 
country, may have the.effect of in- 
suring more rapid approval of the 
French High Command’s plan for the 
construction of a strongly fortified sys- 
tem of defenses on the German and 
Italian frontiers, which are to. cost 
7,000,000,000_. francs. 

The Belgian Defense Minister like- 
wise referred to the weakness of the 
Belgian -German frontier, declaring 
that the Belgian Army would’be help- 
less in face of,.another. German in- 
vasion similar to that of 1914. He 
urged the immediate building of a 
formidable system of fortFesses on en- 
tirely new lines, which, he said, would 
serve as a base of defense until sizable 
forces could be brought up from’ the 
rear. 

The Belgian discussions, it is ex- 
plained here, only go to emphasize the 
feeling of uncertainty about Germany’s 
future peace policy—a feeling which is 
quite apparent in many circles in 
France. 

The Belgian Foreign Minister ex- 
pressed the thought of many French- 
men when he pointed out that Ger- 
many, a nation of nearly 70,000,000 
people, whose industrial development 
becomes more intensified each year, 
even without the aid of alliances, will 
soon be in a position to support a 
military force suc’: as she had before 
the war. 

“Besides the Reichswehr, an army of 
100,000 perfectly trained soldiers, one 
must include another 200,000 reservists 
who served in the RMeichswehr and 
who would join immediately upon the 
commencement of hostilities,’’ said the 
Belgian Minister of Defense. 

“Thus, one must count today on 
a highly efficient and wonderfully 
equipped German army of 300,000 men. 
Germany, under the present organiza- 
tion of her army, recruits an entirely 
new 100,000 men every four years, 
those discharged forming a potential 
army of the future.

nor any ‘other land is able ‘to’ arm 
secretly, Otto -Gessler, Minister of De- 
fense, told the Army ‘Budget Commit- 
tee this “afternoon, answering criti- 
cisms of the Socialists.. Modern war- 
fare, the Minister says, demands such 
a quantity of material and it is so 
costly that secrecy concerning: its :pur- 
chase or manufacture is,impossible. 

With .this.as the basis of his argu- 
ment Dr. Gessler characterized reports 
that. the Reichswehr is being secretly 
equipped as the wildest fancy. 

It is the business of the Defense 
Minister to ponder on the possibilities 
of war, even though it seems most 
unlikely, but at the same time he .must 
prepare his army for an emergency, 
Dr. Gessler said, answering a crit- 
icism that the German armed force 
is showing too many signs of prepara- 
tion, 

“The intentions of our neighboring 
States are not' unknown,” the Minister 
said. ‘‘Their main purpose is a quick 
and deep penetration into German ter- 
ritory in the first days of a war.” 

Recruiting now is merely a matter of 
choosing the proper applicants, since 
many times the number: of the dis- 
charged desire to enlist. During the 
last four years the question of candi- 
dates for the rank of officers ‘also has 
changed, Dr. Gessler says. At present 
the entire army strength could be com- 
posed of men capable of filling offi- 
cers’ positions. 

Dr. Gessler also said that he knows 
nothing about the so-called political- 
athletic organizations, said to be semi- 
militaristic, but conceded the right of 
every one to join organizations whose 
object. is physical development, and 
even soldiers could not be forbidden 
this exercise of their personal rights 
so long as the political element was 
absent.

This, he added, did not 
commit him .to. advocacy of “political 
cooperation, except to the extent that 
this was necessary to serve that pur- 
Pose, 

Mr. Wagner expressed himself in fa- 
vor of international agreements to re- 
duce armaments and a properly safe- 
guarded international tribunal to pro- 
mote amicable relations between na- 
tionsand Giscourage a resort to‘arms. 

Discussing. the farm problem,. the 
Senator-elect declared that the Amer- 
ican farmer was not getting his share 
of the national ‘prosperity. Unified 
selling and better means and methods 
of transportation and distribution he 
advocated as reforms that would. be 


helpful. in putting the American farmer 
on his feet. 


Says Farmers Lack Their Share. 


“I take it that you are interested in 
at least two great activities, which 
are the problems of the United States,” 
said Mr. Wagner. ‘One problem is 
how to serve and enlarge our export 


market. I think I am on solid ground 
when I.assert that both in this State 
and elsewhere throughout the United 
States our farmers have not had their 
share of the prosperity of thescountry. 
The inquiry is, how’can it be provided 
for them?» These questions are vital to 
this community. They are the most 
pressing economic questions for the 
country as a whole. Each of them is 
more or less involved in politics. Each 
of them is, or may be, affected by 
governmental action, especially Fed- 
eral action. 

“How can we maintain and even in- 
crease our exports? It is clear, in the 
first place, to every man of business 
that he can only increase his sales 
when his customers are prosperous 
enough to be able to buy. Therefore, 
I stand for such financial and eco- 
momic cooperation with Europe and 
the other nations of the world as will 
aid in restoring their prosperity. Their 
capacity to buy is the limit of our 
ability to sell. Anything. which .en- 
larges their capacity enlarges our 
opportunity. If business is good and 
oe are prosperous abroad, they will 

ave more need for our typewriters 
and our surplus food supplies, and 
they will be better able to pay for 
them. That is of interest to you-here. 

“Please note that I said that I 
favored financial and economic Cco- 
operation with the other nations of thé 
‘world. I favor political c~operation 
only.to the extent that it is necessary 
to alleviate economic burdens on our- 
selves and our customers Abroad.

Nothing will contribute more to the 
prosperity of the farmer than a large 
export market’ for his products. We 
should always have a surplus of farm 
products in this country to insure our 
own food supply. 

“It is in the niterest of the com- 
munity as @ “whole, and consumers 
principally,. that such a surplus be 
created. It is wholly unfair that that 
surplus should be used by the con- 
sumers to depress the domestic market 
to the: point: where the: farms produce 
all their goods at less than cost. The 
surplus of farm products, which is,es- 
sential to the nation, should be dealt 
with in some way so that the surplus 
can be, on the one hand, insured for 
the benefit of all, and, on the other 
hand, not bring agriculture into its 
present deplorable state.”

QUEBEC, Feb. 16.—Excitement in 
Quebec has begun to run high with the 
arrival here of Emil St. Godard, victor 
in Le Pas dog-derby; Russick, 
Francois Dupuis:and many others for 
the Eastern international dog sled 
derby next Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. There-is a good deal of 
doubt as to whether Leonhard Sep- 
pala, who won the New Hampshire 
Gerby last week, will race. Every 
driver in Quebec seems confident his 
own team will win, and there are 
many good teams in and around the 
city. 

Seventeen entries have been received 
so far. Among them are those of Mos- 
ley Taylor of Boston, who will have 
George Constable as driver, and. the 
Power Lumber Company of Quebec, 
whose driver is Paddy Nolan, the 
fifteen-year-old hero of last year. 

On the first day of the race last year 
Paddy's dogs fought and he could 
not get them started. But Paddy 
courageously joined the race on the 
second day and came in ninth in a 
field of twenty, beating Channing, 
Grayson, Waldon: and Bridges, pre- 
vious winners. This little blue-eyed, 
freckle-faced Irish lad is thought by 
many to be a ‘dark horse’”’ in this 
year’s derby. 

The Quebec race is a three-day affair 
over a 120-mile course, and is regarded 
as a much greater test of endurance 
for drivers and dogs than the Poland 
Spring two-day fifty-mile derby.

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WEBSTER WANTS. 
INFANT SON CALLED 


Siayer’s Counsel, Demanding 
.. That Child Be Summoned_as 
Witness, Startles Court. 


DECISION IS DUE ‘TODAY 


* State Rests After Testimony by Dr. 
Schultze on Victim’s Injuries— 
Webster Will Take Stand.

MINEOLA, L. I., Feb. 16.—Hardly 
had the State rested its murder case 
against Harold F. Webster here this 
afternoon when the defense made a 
sensational demand upon Judge Louis 
J. Smith. Edward J. Reilly, counsel 
for: Webster); who slew his mother-in- 
law with an fron bar, astonished every 
one in the court room by § insisting 
that Webster’s year-old son be pro- 
duced today as a witness. 

Only yesterday Mrs. Webster had 
testified that she hated her husband 
and that he should never more see 


their boy. Webster’s defense is that 
he killed his mother-in-law, Mrs, Cath- 
erine Galloway, because she was try- 
ing to separate him from his wife and 
baby. 

There was instant objection to the 
production of the infant as a witness. 


Decision on Child Tomorrow. 


The Court had just granted District 
Attorney Elvin N. Edwards’ request 


that the night be allowed the State in| her. 


which to check up on its facts, with 
the possibility that a few moments 
would be needed tomorrow morning in 
which to offer exhibits. Mr. Reilly 
then made his request. 

‘‘In view of the defense offered thus 
far. inthis case,”’ he said, “‘that this 
killing resulted from an attempt to 
separate the defendant from his fam- 
ily, I ask that the defendant’s child 
be presented in Court tomorrow morn- 
ing to be used by him as a witness.” 

At. once Mr. wards was on ‘his 
feet, objecting. The child is only one 
year old, he said, and can not testify. 
Judge Lewis J. Smith agreed that the 
child was too young, but when Mr. 
Reilly insisted that he had been kept 
from the father since the day of the 
crime, Judge Smith asked Mr. Ed- 
wards to produce the child tomorrow. 
Mr. Edwards said he would arrange 
for his presence in the court house and 
Judge Smith said he would then de- 
cide whether he could be brought into 
the court room. 

Webster himself will take the stand 
tomorrow in his own defense. His 
mother also may testify. Defense coun- 
sel said she feared she could not stand 
the ordeal. Twenty or more character 
witnesses also will be called. 


Schultze Chief Witness. 


In contrast. to the dramatic closing 
of yesterday’s session when Webster 
fainted when his wife, testifying for 
the State, had declared that she hated 
him, there was no unusual scene to- 
day. On one occasion, when District 
Attorney Edwards asked Webster’s 
mother, Mrs. Alice Garrison, to stand 
to be identified by a witness, the pale 
woman, who has remained during the 
trial at her son’s side, rose with ob- 
vious effort and slumped back. Again, 
when Dr. Otto A. Schultze, medical ad- 
viser to the District Attorney, de-

Dr. Schultze, in testimony of an 
hour’s duration, described in “Getail the 
injuries inflicted cn Mrs. Galloway. He 
offered the opinion that she had been 
struck twenty times or more and that 
her assailant, after a first beating, had 
placed the woman, still alive, in the 
chair where her body was found, and 
had continued to beat her... 

The defense was aided slightly when 
Dr: Schultze told of finding an abra- 
sion of Webster’s cheek and cuts on 
both hands, shortly after the arrest. 
Webster has maintained that Mrs. Gal- 
loway bit his hands and struck him in 
the face, 

Three statements signed by. Webster 
were read to the jury during the day. 
The first, taken by the Hempstead 
police before Webster was suspected, 
was written a few hours after the 
crime, at the home of Mrs. Dell C. 
Bassett of 61 Marvin Avenue, Hemp- 
stead, his sister-in-law, with whom 
Mrs.’ Galloway was. staying and in 
whose home she was killed. 

In that statement Webster, at the 
request of. the police,: told of some 
people whom Mrs. Galloway had 
known and of some woman:with whom 
he understood she had had trouble. 
Later, when a button found near the 
body matched the buttons of his over- 
coat and this, with other discoveries, 
brought suspicion on him, he broke 
down and wrote a confession, describ- 
ing his actions during the day, includ- 
ing the killing... This was read, as 
was a letter which he wrote to his 
mother saying that he ‘“‘had gone far 
enough with this murder” and that he 
‘wanted to get it off his chest.” 

Other testimony of the day, chiefly 
that of Captain Harold R. King of the 
Nassau County detectives, was intro- 
duced to show that he had signed a 
confession under no duress, that he 
had telephoned to the Bassett home to 
cause Dr. Bassett to leave on a false 
business call and clear the-way for his 
visit to Mrs. Galloway, and that he 
had bought clothing in Brooklyn when 
in his mother’s company, after he had 
gone to her home in blood-stained 
clothing and confessed his crime to

er. 

With the exception of the period 
when ‘Dr. Schultze testified, Webster 
sat expressionless, seldom. raising his 
eyes. He spoke occasionally to his 
lawyers when they questioned him. 


Tries to Smile at Mother. 


Webster tried to smile at his mother 
when he entered the court room at the 
opening of the: morning session. As 
he was led away to the Nassau County 
Jail‘for the night he seemed deter- 
mined to avoid facing her, but Mrs. 
Garrison hurried after him, seized him 
by the coat and kissed him. Webster 
showed interest only once, when Dr. 
Bassett, recalled to th: stand, was un- 
der the fire of Mr. teilly. A _ pistol 
owned by Dr. Bassett had been found 
in his bed the day of the killing and 
Mr. Reilly emphasized the fact that 
the police had not tried to learn 
whether it had been handled or pos- 
sibly used by the killer. 

Dr. Bassett admitted that the gun 
was loaded when he left his home to 
answer the telephone call which 
Webster admits he made. 

“If this gun had been lying at the 
feet of your mother-in-law when you 
entered the house, you would have 
seen it, wouldn’t you?’ asked Mr. 
Reilly. 

“I would,” Dr. Bassett replied. 

“You would have been nearest to it 
and only you could have taken it and 
carried it upstairs and placed it on 
your bed, wouldn’t you?” Mr. Reilly 
continued. 

Dr. Bassett 
seemed logical. 

“Now, isn’t it a fact,’’ asked Mr. 
Reilly, his voice rising, “that that is 
just what you did?” 

Dr. Bassett denied this. Webster 
strained forward, during the sudden 
change of his attorney’s tactics, and 
sank back when the exchange ended.

FRENCH TRAFFIC DENIED 


Paperhanger Declares in Court That 
He Paid for Legion of Honor 
Decoration.

LONDON, Feb. 16.—David Lloyd 
George has refused to be drawn into 
replying to Lord Rosebery’s letter to 
The London Times today asking 
whether the Lloyd George campaign 
fund was obtained from the sale of 
honors. The only statement issued by 
his headquarters reads as follows: 

“The fund Mr. Lloyd George controls 
was raised in a way which does not 
differ from that followed by the Con- 
servative or Liberal Party in the days 
before the Coalition, and all along it 
has been devoted to legitimate party 
purposes.”’ 

The Morning Post, which from time 
to time has made interesting revela- 
tions about the alleged sale of honors 
by the Coalition Government, of which 
Mr. Lloyd George was Prime Minister, 
makes this editorial comment: 

“We have asserted before and we 
assert again that when Mr. Lioyd 
George was Prime Minister there was 
a brisk, regular and enormous traffic 
in the sale of honors, which were of- 
fered by touts upon a scale of prices— 
so much for a knighthood, so much 
for a baronetcy and so-much for a 
peerage. 

‘‘We assert further that there never 
was in English history a traffic of 
such dimensions. The public then was 
under the impression that Mr. Lloyd 
George was merely winning the war. 
If it had known that he was at the 
same time piling up huge sums for his 
own political ends it might have been 
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less ‘lavish if its expenditure arid less 
‘enthusiastic in its support.’

' PARIS, Feb. .16.—What the proprie- 
tor of a paperhanging and interior 
decorating establishment could have 
done to merit a Legion of Honor dec- 
oration was the question raised at 
today’s session of the trial of three 
men accused of doing close to 1,000,000 
francs’ worth of business in the sale 
of Government honors and titles. M. 
Dumas, the decorator, was the prin- 
cipal witness. 

Although he is the proprietor of a 
large interior decorating store in Paris, 
M. Dumas could not claim that he had 
performed any special service for his 
country and the prosecution § chal- 
lenged' him to confess that he had 
procured the decoration merely by 
paying 100,000 francs. 

The recipients of this money, accord- 
ing to the prosecution, were the three 
defendants, M. Ruotte, formerly the 
official. in the Ministry of Commerce 
in charge of the list of candidates for 
decorations, and his alleged accom- 
plices, Camuset and Dumoulin. 

Dumas, however, persisted in deny- 
iny that he had paid any money for 
his Legion of Honor. It had come 
to him, he said, as a gift from the 
Government, 

Camuset said that he had acted as a 
‘*go-between,’’ to corral the customers 
and bring them to Ruotte. Dumoulin, 
according to Camuset, assisted in the 
operations and received his share of 
the profits. 

In spite of Camuset’s statements, 
Ruotte and Dumoulin continued to 
plead innocence of any wrong-doing. 
Their lawyers, in summing up at the 
end of today’s session, demanded their 
release on the ground that Dumas, as 
well as other holders of decorations, 
had denied paying a cent for the honors 
which they received through the Min- 
istry of Commerce. 

The Court will announce its decision 
next Wednesday.

Fifty years from now a locked, sealed 
container holding the journals which 
the late Judge Simeon E. Bald- 
win, former Governor of Connecticut, 
kept for nearly sixty years will be 
opened and its contents made public. 

The container has been given into the 
custody of the New Haven Colony His- 
torical Society in accordance with the 
terms of Judge Baldwin’s will, to be 
opened in fifty years by his oldest liv- 
ing descendant or relative within the 
fourth degree as computed by civil 
law. In the event that no such rela- 
tive survives at that time, the papers 
become the property of the society, of 
which Judge Baldwin was President 
for many years.

Middle States Company Sent 
Adulterated Product Here. 


TO SEEK $69,600 IN FINES

Evidence Shows Skimmed Milk and. 


Rinsings of Apparatus Were 
Added to Pure Cans. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 16.—At the end of an 
adjourned examination into charges 
againgt the Middle States Milk and 
Cream Company today Berne A. Pyrke, 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets, revoked the State license of the 
company because of its “settled and 
fixed intent to deceive and defraud cus- 
tomers,”’ 

The Middle States company, accord- 
ing to the findings of the Commis- 
sioner, made a practice over a consid- 
erable period of shipping ‘skimmed 
milk and "’ and a form of “re- 
constructed milk’* composed of water 
and condensed milk to New York City 
from a plant at Canastota. 

The product was handled in New 
York Clty by Smith Brothers Milk and 
Cream Company, whose license has al- 
ready been canceled by the State and 
city authorities, Coincident with the 
revocation of the Middle States com- 
pany’s license Commissioner Pyrke an- 
nounced that the Attorney General’s 
officials would proceed to exact penal- 
ties for the fraud. He figured that a 
maximum of $69,600 could be recovered 
on the basis of the evidence presented, 

“But considering the great volume 
of milk entering New York City,” Mr. 
Pyrke said, ‘only @ minute part of the 
supply could be under suspicion.” 

Against the evidence of investiga- 
toys showing the dilution of its milk, 
the Middle States company, through 
ita attorney, introduced a bill of lad- 
ing putnectiis to show that it had 
openly shipped on Jan, 12 100 cans 
of milk labeled ‘‘reconstructed.’’ 

Although this shipment would have 
been legitimate for ice cream purposes, 
it was: pointed out by Kenneth F. 
Fee, Director of the Dairy and Farm 
Bureau of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, po evidence was presented 
to show that Smith Brothers had sold 
it fer such uge. He also asserted that 
it did not account for other cans of 
so-called milk which were more nu- 
merous when shipped by the company 
than when received.from the farmers. 

According to Mr. Fee, the firm re- 
ceived 328 cans of milk from all 
sources on Jan. 1z, and although it 
held over a part of this milk for ship- 
ment the next ‘day, it dispatched 431 
cans to the city. 

Other testimony, which Commission- 
er Pyrke Called startling, indicated 
that water used to flush out the plant 
equipment had been poured back inta 
the milk and that skimmed milk had 
been put baék “into ‘whole milk and 
the adulterated product in each case 
sent to Smith Brothers. 

Robert E. Draper, manager of the 
Middle States plant and former Sec- 
retary of it, admitted the presence 
of a “homogenizer,” or pump used to 
mix condensed milk and water. He 
conceded that it had often been used. 

A hearing to determine whether

Draper’s license as a milk tester should 
be revoked will be held on Feb. 21.

“3. That there has been a continued 
and persistent failure to keep records 
required by the State, 

‘The record in this praceeding estab-, 
lishes, among other things, the follow-1 
ing practices and acts by the licensee: 

“(a) That during'the months of De- 
cember, 1924, and January, 1 par- 
ticularly on Jan. 6, 1927, skimme@ milk 
and rinsings, composed of water and 
milk arising from the flushing of plant 
apparatus, were added to and mixed 
with the milk shipped from the Can- 
astota plant to New York City. 

‘‘(b) That ovex a considerable period 
of time, and particularly on Jan. 12, 
1927, the licensee produced a large 
quantity of fluid by the mixture of 
condensed milk and water and added 
such fluid to the milk shipped from its 
Canastota plant to New York City.’’ 

The-Commissioner announced that a 
number of other concerns were ‘under 
observation’? and that the investiga- 
tion would continue.

' ALBANY, Feb. 16.—Automobiles were 
Tesponsible for the deaths of 2,143 per- 
sons in New York State in 1926, an 
increase of 23 over 1925, 
@ report made public today by Charles 
A. Harnett, State’ Commissioncr of 
Motor Vehicles... 

Of those killed-in motor vehicle -ac- 
cidents last year 594, or approximately 
27 per cent., were boys and girls under 
the age of 15, an increase of 36 in 
children’s deaths over those of 1925. 
Comntissioner Harnett stated he was 
convinced that these figures proved 
that the general operation of auto- 


Mobiles by persons under the age of| 


18 is not warranted, except possibly in 
rural districts. 

The deaths of 436 children playing in 
streets or ‘‘hitching’”’ rides were caused 
by automobiles.. In some cases reck- 
less driving was to blame, but in many 
instances the children were killed by 
running from behind one machine di- 
rectly into the path of-another. 

Thirty-five persons were killed in the 
@riveways of their homes by cars used 
by their own families, the report 
shows. Of this number, 30 were chil- 
dren, and in 40 per cent. of the in- 
stances the machines were erarates by 
their parenis. 


Highest Percentage at Cressings. 


The highest percentage of fatalities 
Was recorded«in grade crossing acci- 
Gents, 161 being responsible for 150 
deaths and. injuries to 158 persons. 
Seventeen -were killed in collisions ‘be- 
tween cars parked or standing on the 
highways and those that ran into them 
and thirty-four fatal accidents were 
attributed to drivers backing suddenly 
or without making certain that the 
path behind them was clear. 

Speed maniacs were responsible for 
162 deaths, while reckless driving was 
the cause of 240.. Intoxicated drivers 
figured in 506 accidents, of which 
thirty-two were fatal. Pedestrians un- 
der the influence of liquor were re- 
sponsible for 842 accidents, seventeen 
of them with fatal resulis.....Failure.to 
understand or obey traffic signals ac- 
counted for 2,470 accidents, from which 
sixty-seven deaths resulted. Pedes- 
trians who permitted open umbrellas 
to obstruct their view or who bur- 
dened themselves with bundles which 
did not allow clear sight of traffic 
caused 5,381 accidents, of which 228 
were fatal.

Architects — Say Orniaifetital 
Devices in Many Cases May 
Cause Serious Losses. 


IMPERIL BUILDING ‘TITLES 


City Has Right to Order Removal 
of Projections, Institute Cites 
in Report. 


Builders face serious -losses through 
failure to know the law concerning 
encroachments over city street lines, 
it was declared in a report, made 
public yesterday, of an investigation 
conducted by the New York Charter 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, cooperating with the. New York 
State Title Association. The investiga- 
tion was made by the Committee on 
Civic Improvements of the Institute’s 
New York Chapter, of which Harvey 
Wiley Corbett is Chairman, and a com- 
mittee of the Title Association headed 
by Earl B. Lovell, with Cyril H. Bur- 
dett as Secretary. 

“This matter,’’ said Mr, Corbett in 
submitting the report to the institute, 
“covers the most important question 
affecting city architecture which has 
occurred in years. All projections of 
any kind whatever beyond the build- 
ing line are a blot on the title and 
may result in making the property un- 
marketable. Title companies will not 
guarantee titles without making ‘an ex- 
ception, to all these projections. The 
city has no legal authority to permit 
such | projections. Architects should 
know this and should call the owner’s 
attention to it.”

The report advocates “reasonable 
ornamentation’’ of building fronts, de- 
claring that ‘its absence would give 
the appearance of a street of factories, 
rather. than of apartments and office 
buildings.’’ Some way must be found, 
it adds, to obtain ornamentation with- 
out encroaching on the street. 

“It has heretofore’ been customary, 
in the City of New.York at least, to 
erect in many residential sections, as 
well as business sections, the main 
wall of ‘the building ‘exactly on the 
street line, and .then to attach. cor- 
nices, pilasters. and other ornamental 
projections, in some cases extending 
over the sidewalk and encroaching on 
the street,’’ continues the report, 
which. is aimed to furnish. chapter 
members with all the data necessary 
to protect their clients’ interests when 
planning new ‘building projects. 

“Such projections are recognized in 
the Building Code, and the rules gov- 
erning them are set forth in Section 
170, Article IX, in the Code of Ordi- 
nances of the City of New York. 
These encroachments consist of col- 
umns, pilasters and ornamental pro- 
jections which are allowed up to eigh- 
teen inches. 

“Base courses may extend five feet 
above the sidewalk to the extent of 
ten inches beyond the building line. 
Rustications and quoins may extend 
not more than four inches, 

“It should be noticed, however, that 
the section expressly provides that no 
part of the building so permitted to 
project shall be so constructed that 
its removal may not be made at any 
time without causing the building or 
any part thereof to become structu- 
rally unsafe.”

Sees $14,000,000 Shortage. 


The only note of caution emanating 
from. Republican quarters that has 
contrived to make itself heard was 
sounded by Senator Mastick of West- 
chester, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Taxation. On Monday night 
in the Senate when the Friedsam Edu- 
cation bill with its big total of $18,- 
500,000 and its commitments for $14,- 
000,000 more in years to come was 
passed, Senator Mastick asked what 
provision had been made to raise the 
money. As the custodian of all tax 
legislation in the Senate he well knew 
that none had been made. Tonight 
Senator Mastick said: 

“What I want to know is where the 
money to pay these big bills is to come 
from. Has any one thought of that? 

‘“‘My information now is that the ag- 
gregate of appropriations agreed upon, 
not including the Friedsam bill, comes 
to $200,000,000, and with the Friedsam 
appropriation to $218,500,000. Against 
this we have estimated resources, in- 
cluding an estimated free surplus of 
$26,000,000, of $204,353,000, leaving a 
balance of $14,000,000, in round num- 
bers, to be raised in some fashion. 

“Even if we provide for a gasoline 
tax to raise about $218,000,000, and 
meet the demands of the up-State 
legislator for a return of one-third of 
the amount to the localities, we will 


| still be $2,000,000 short of balancing the 


budget, without making any provision 
for a surplus. In my judgment, any 
corporation spending $200,000,000 and 
more a year should not consider it 
safe to operate with less than a 
$5,000,000 free surplus. I contend that 
before we proceed to sanction these ex- 
penditures, some one should be in a 
position to tell us where the money is 
coming from.” 

The money bills, in addition to the 





general appropriation bill, that were 
passed in the Senate today include two 
making provision for the expenditure 
of $6,531,000 for rural post roads and 
county roads and one appropriating 
$13,000 for additional committee clerks 
for the Legislature. 

The bills reported included the tuber- 
cular cattle indemnity appropriation of 
$3,500,000; site for State office build- 
ing at Buffalo, $700,000; dredging of 
Eris Basin, $350,000; site for a new 
State hospital, $150,000; site for a new 
prison, $350,000; improvements at 
Washasic School for Mental Defectives, 
$17,000; improvements at Elmira’ Re- 
formatory, $88,000; additional for the 
Rockland County State Hospital, 
$10,000. 

The calling up of the appropriation 
bill in the Senate today brought no 
debate, although Senator Downing, the 
Democratic minority leader, com- 
mented on the vastness of the sums 
involved and the ease with which a 
Legislature slipped from consideration 
of trivialities to matters of great im- 
portance. 

A bill introduced by Senator 
Thompson providing for the listing by 
the police of dog and bee owners in 
Nassau County had just been read by 
the clerk when the appropriation bill 
was brought up for passage. 

“Here we have been considering 
dogs and bees,’’ Senator Downing said, 
“and now all of a sudden we are 
called on to appropriate sums of, 
money which, with what comes later, ' 
may approach nearly $200,000,000. We 
deal with bees and morals and money 
with equal ease. That is one of the 
strange things about legislating.” 

Senator Knight, the majority leader, 
answered that, although it was true 
that the State’s expenses would exceed 
the amount mentioned, the bill had 
received careful consideration for 
many months. 

It was passed without objection on a 
quick roll-call.

Feature of Design for Union 
Square Is Large Parking 
Place Under a Terrace. 


HIGH ARCADE FOR BRYANT 


Trees and Benches Also Proposed— 
Municipal Art Commission Still 
to Pass Judgment. 


Plans for radical changes and im- 
provements in Union Square and Bry- 
ant Park, were approved by the Mu- 
nicipal Art Society of New York, at 
the regular meeting of its Board of 
Directors yesterday and will be sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Art Com- 
mission. 

The new plan for Union Square, 
which is arranged to include a cov- 
ered parking space, was designed by 
Charles D. Lay, a New York landscape 
architect. The design for Bryant Park 
was made by Thomas Hastings, de- 


signer of the New York Public Library 
Building, the Standard Oil Company 
Building, on Broadway, and many 
other monumental structures. 

An unusual feature of Mr. Lay’s plan 
for Union Square is that, while it pro- 
vides a large parking space under a 
terrace at the north end of the Squére, 
it actually makes the area of the park 
one-third larger. 

The covered parking space is some- 
thing new in New York civic architec- 
ture. By this means the landscape 
architect plans to preserve the beauty 
of the park, at the same time adapting 
it to utilitariar needs. Another inter- 
esting feature of the plan is a change 
in the position of the statue of George 
Washington, which now stands at an 
awkward angle at the southeast cor- 
ner of the Square, so that it will face 
directly up Fourth Avenue. 

Mr. Lay’s plan will be presented to 
the Fourteenth Street Association, 
which has already given its approval 
of the general idea. 

Mr. Hastings’s plan for Bryant Park 
provides for the erection of a high 
arcade at the Sixth Avenue end of the 
park. The purpose of this arcade is 
to help enclose the park and shut out 
the view of Sixth Avenue traffic, 
stores and office buildings. 

On either side of the park, Mr. Has- 
tings has followed a plan in use in the 
parks of Paris, but hitherto unknown 
here. It is the planting of rows of 
trees along the wide gravel walk, each 
tree in a plot of grass with a bench 
under each tree. This will make it 
possible for people to walk under the 
trees and sit under them, as they do 
in Paris, but as they are unable to do 
in any small park here.

Kiernan, Demo- 
crat, of the Coney Island district in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday an ordinance calling for the 
regulation of six-day bicycle races, 
Through the drastic nature of its pro- 
visions, it was declared, it would kill 
the sport if it became a law. 

Explaining the object of his measure, 
Alderman Kiernan said the long grinds 
and sprints of the cyclists created ‘‘an 
inhuman condition” and that the all- 
night assemblage of spectators at these 
events caused “an insanitary condi- 
tion.” He declared he had been in- 
formed that in some instances com- 
petitors in these exhausting tests of 
endurance were “kept in their saddles 
by resort to drugs.’ 

The next six-day bicycle race is 
scheduled to start in the Madison 
Square Garden on March 6. The Al- 
derman said that “it is a low type of 
patrons that frequent these all-night 
races.”’ 

The proposed ordinance would make 








. it unlawful for any contestant to con- 


tinue in any such race for a longer 


riod of twenty-four hours and that 
such races be held between 8 A. M, and 


| anidnight. The ordinance provides that 


a violation is a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a jail sentence of thirty days 
or a fine of $100 for each offense and 
holds responsible for any such viola- 
tion the proprietor, occupant or lessee 
‘of the place of contest. It does not 
provide for arrest of the bicycle riders. 

The measure was referred to the 
Committee on General Welfare. 

John M. Chapman, manager of the 
six-day bicycle race, said he was sure 
Alderman Kiernan never saw a six-day 
bicycle race or he never would have 
made such statements or introduced 
such an ordinance. ‘‘The six-day race 
in New York and Chicago is an in- 
stitution and one of the outstanding 
sporting events of the Winter sea- 
son,” he said. “It attracts an audi- 
ence of from 100,000 to 150,000 each 
week it is held in New York. I don’t 
believe the public would stand for the 
sport being abolished.”’

Alger, the investigator, went on trial 
before Judge George S. Ray and a 
jury in the Warren County Court here 
this afternoon, charged with escaping 
from a prison road camp at Bolton 
Landing on July 31, 1921. 

After the selection of a jury adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow to al- 
low District Attorney Fred M. Beck- 
with to go over the case with the 
witnesses summoned for the people. 
Nine of the prospective jurors Were 
challenged by the defense, four by 
Mr. Beckwith and one was excused 
after he said he had formed an opin- 
fon regarding Presser’s guilt. 

Alexander I. Rorke, former Assistant 
District Attorney of New York 
County, Presser’s counsel, charged 
during his examination of talesmen 
that politics was behind the present 
prosecution. 

“Have you read The New York 
World, particularly the article on 
Page 30 in the issue of Feb. 15 in 
which it takes credit for this indict- 
ment?” Mr. Rorke asked. All an- 
awered in the negative. 

“If it appears later on in this case 
that the prosecution was brought about 
by a newspaper for political purposes, 
would you permit it to mitigate 
against the defendant?” was another 
of Mr. Rorke’s questions. “I do not 
want politics to enter into a criminal 
trial,” he added.

Unprecedented prices for an indoor 
bout were being offered yesterday on 
Broadway for tickets to the Delaney- 
Maloney fight at the Garden tomorrow 
night. The gate will set a record and 
besides there appears to be more in- | 
terest in this elimination battle of Tex | 
Rickard’s series to develop an oppo: | 
nent for Gene Tunney than there has | 
been in any other ring encounter ex- | 
cept a heavyweight championship. | 

Rumors flew thick and fast yesterday. 
For one thing it was reported that the 
fight had been postponed because 
Maloney injured an arm in training at 
Jimmy DeForest’s quarters at Long 
Branch, N. J. It was reported also 
that the fight was ‘“‘in the bag,’’ that 
a Maloney victory was assured. It was 
also reported that investigators and in- 
spectors of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment had been assigned to each 
speculating office in the Broadway 


district, including the ‘hole in the 
wall’ offices. 


Rumor of Injury Spreads. 


The most striking rumor of the day 
concerned Maloney’s alleged injury. 
Fire Commissioner Joseph Hannon was 
one of those who phoned Tex Rick- 
ard’s office about the report. William 
F. Carey, Treasurer of the Garden, 
was another who queried about the re- 
port. ; 

Inquiries regarding the supposed 
injury to Maloney came to newspaper 
offices even at a late hour last night. 
One variation of the report was that 
Delaney had hurt his ankle. 

Jimmy DeForest was reached by 
phone at Long Branch and the report 
was put to him. ‘‘There’s nothing to 
that at all,”’ said the veteran handier 
of fighters. “I heard the same thing 
down here after having watched Ma- 
loney go through five rounds of boxing. 
He’s O. K. Two Boston gamblers had 
me on the phone not long ago about 
the same thing, but there’s nothing in 
it.” 

The report also reached Wall Street, 
where it created quite a stir. The 
rumor permeated all over town wher- 
ever the fight fans gathered. 

Promoter Rickard smiled when asked 
about the supposed Maloney injury. 

“Sometimes I wish one or -both of 
the boxers would get hurt. Then things 
would be more pleasant for me,” said 
the promoter ‘I’m wrestling with the 
problem of trying to distribute 19,000 
tickets for a fight which 100,000 people 
want to see. That’s a pretty big as- 
signment, but I'’m:doing the best I 
can. . There’s nothing in the repor7, 
though. So far as I know Maloney 
and Delaney are in good condition.” 


Big Profits for Scalpers. 


Despite the decision of the State 
Athletic Commission not to conduct an 
investigation of the ticket sale, there 


is no denying that speculators have 
obtained a large supply of tickets and 
are getting fancy prices for them. A 
patron of one of the scalpers revealed 
yesterday that he had witnessed a 
transaction in which a purchaser paid 
$550 for five $22 box seats whose com-. 
bined face value aggregated $110. The 
instance furnishes a fair idea of the 
prices obtained by speculators. Pay- 
ments of $100 each for good $22 tickets 
were numerous. One fan who obtained 
two seats in the second row yesterday 
declined an offer of $250 for the tickets. 

The ticket situation is unparalleled 
in local boxing history. Not even in 
advance of the Dempsey-Tunney bout 
was there such a demand. Notable 
also are the rumors concerning the 
*twise money” betting on Maloney. 

Delaney remained a choice to win at 
odds of 3 to 2 yesterday and at 1 to 3 
to score a knockout victory, but a 
flood of money in support of Maloney 
made many who ordinarily bet on 
fights wary. 


NEW BILLIARD BODY 
FORMED IN CHICAGO 


American Amatear Association 
Claims National Organization

The seizure at Hoboken yesterday 
of 4,200 bottles of champaghe, hav- 
ing an estimated value of $50,000, 
and thirteen. cases of narcotics, on the 
American Diamond freighter Am- 
bridge, placed Government officials in 
a perplexing situation. Normally the 
vessel would be subject to libel pro- 
ceedings and possibly confiscated, but 
since it is owned by the Shipping 
Board this would mean that the Gov- 
ernment would be seizing its own 
property. Acting Solicitor Edward L. 


-Barnes finally decided to impose a col- 


lective fine of $21,000 upon E. P. Shev- 
lin, commander of the Ambridge, and 
George Glass, the first mate. 

The Ambridge arrived from Philadel- 
phia on. Monday and had already ob- 
tained her clearance, papers for Phil- 
adelphia when the liquor was’ discov- 
ered by a customs search squad in 
charge of..Deputy Collector William 
Sanders. The customs men got a tip 
that the liquor was on board and im- 
mediately went to Hoboken on a cut- 
ter. 

They searched the vessel for several 
hours before it was finally located in 
a coal bunker amidships. It was 
stowed-in 700 bags between layers of 
tarpaulin on top of which coal was 
piled. 

The member of the searching squad 
who located the liquor had to crawl 
through one bunker and-down a nar- 
row passageway in the hold of the 
vessel to a second one before he found 
it. He said every precaution had been 
taken to keep the bottles clean and 
that judging from the careful way in 
which it was packed it was destined 
for some special consumer. 

Customs officiais were of the opin- 
ion that the liquor was destined for 
New York, but that when those at- 
tempting to bring it in discovered that 
the piers were carefully watched they 
decided to leave it aboard the vessel 
until she reached Philadelphia.

The cellar was filled with rows of 500- 
gallon casks and piles of barrels. 

The three arrested on the premises 
gave their names as Isidore Pillesberg 
of 647 West 172d Street; Morris Brown- 
son, same address, and Charles Birk 
of 2,063 Manson Avenue, Brooklyn. 
May Silverberg of 32 Bay Thirty-sec- 
ond Street, Brooklyn, was served with 
@&.summons when she became hysteri- 
cal at the prospect of arrest. The three 
were later arraigned and released on 
bail pending a hearing. 

The building raided by the police was 
a “‘glue factory,’’ according to a sign 
outside, and the front part of the 
ground floor was littered with the 
paraphernalia of a glue factory. To- 
ward the rear the ground floor was 
divided by a solid stone partition, how- 
ever, and the part of the building be- 
hind the partition could only be reached 
by a trapdoor to the cellar and an- 
other trapdoor opening on the. other 


side of the masonry. Access to the 
part of ‘the upper floors occupied by 
the stills could only be gained from the 
rear of.the building. . 

Five men, found on the. premises,’ 
were taken by the police to the Beach 
Street station for questioning,- and a 
guard was left on. the premises after 
the prohibition authorities. had been 
notified.

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 16° ().—‘‘Alde- 
hol,’” made from the oxidation of kero- 
sene, is the new alcohol denaturant 
which today caused the closing of the 
West Nyack (N. Y.) plant where it 
was being manufactured. Professor 
Joseph H.: James of the Carnegie In- 
stitute.of .Technology developed ‘‘al- 
dehol,” which was, adopted by the 
Government for use as a denaturant 
on and after April.1 next. 

According to Professor James, ‘‘al- 
dehol” ,is non-poisonous, has a very 
disagreeable taste and a repulsive odor 
and is very sickening.

Two Other Plays Defiant. 


The management of “Sex” received 
an informal suggestion to withdraw 
that play in the expectation of receiv- 


ing in return lenient treatment from 
the authorities. Charles Eno of 61 
Chambers Street, counsel for the pro- 
ducers of ‘‘Sex,” said yesterday that 
his clients refused to consider such a 
withdrawal. He declined to say 
whether he would advise withdrawal 
or not, 

William P. Dugan, author and man- 
ager of ‘‘The Virgin Man,” voiced his 
determination to continue with the 
production of ‘‘The Virgin Man,’’ but 
admitted that some of the cast were 
restive under the threats of prison sen- 
tences for actors ‘and actresses who 
might be found guilty. He was busy 
all afternoon rehearsing new actors to 
take the places of those who have quit 
and have threatened to quit.

If the injunctions are vacated, 
the shows will be raided every time 
attempts are made to give them, ac- 
cording to Acting Mayor McKee. 


Managers Endorse Ames Plan. 


The Producing Managers’ Association 
met yesterday at the Hotel Astor and 
voted an endorsement of the Ames 


plan for cleaning the theatre from the 
inside. This plan establishes a board 
of control of the theatre and subjects 
shows of doubtful propriety to review 
by a jury of seven, five members to be 
pornien by the American Arbitration 
Association and two by the theatrical 
interests. . The -verdicts of this jury 
are to be reinforced by a. clause in 
the Equity contracts and by contracts 
of the. producers binding them to 
respect such verdicts. 

District Attorney Banton commended 
this plan wey yesterday as offer- 
ing a practical means of controlling 
the theatre and insuring against in- 
decency. 

Acting Mayor McKee and License 
Commissioner William F. Quigley con- 
ferred yesterday to plan a permanent 
censorship .of.the night clubs, over 
which the Commissioner has authority 
under the ordinance recently enacted 
by the Municipal Assembly. Nudit 
and indecency in night club’ will. be 
punished hereafter by forfeiture of 
licenses, it was said. Since the'police 
raids started the night clubs have not 
only clothed their dancers but: have 
painted-elaborate costumes on photo- 
graphic and poster displays used for 
advertising. 

“Captive”? Matinee Called Off. 

“The Captive,” which was scheduled 
to, have a matinee yesterday, was not 
called off until 2:02 o’clock. A few 
patrons had already arrived and taken 
their seats before the box office 
learned that the run of tee Captive”’ 
was over. 

The refunding of money began at 
once.. The advance sale had been heavy 
up to April 1, and more than $80,000 
received at the box office will have to 
be given back to ticket-holders. The

Miller Tells of Play’s Suctess. 


In his statement announcing the 
withdrawal of ‘‘The Captive’ Mr. Mil- 
ler said: 

““*The Captive’ was first produced 
in Paris in March, 1926, and was in- 
stantly hailed by French critics as one 
of the great modern masterpieces* of 
dramatic writing. It is still playing 
there. Its Parisian acclaim was soon 
duplicated in Berlin and Vienna, in 
both of which cities it was produced 
by Professor Max Reinhardt, best 
known here as the producer of ‘The 
Miracle.” Other productions of ‘The 
Captive’ followed all over the world 
and it became what I considered my 
duty and privilege to indtce the 
Charles Frohman Company to present 
the play to audiences of this country. 

“The American reception of ‘The 
Captive’ following its premier at the 
Empire Theatre Sept. 29, 1926, was of 
a nature which seemed fully to justify 
my belief that Eduardo Bourdet’s 
great play should be seen here. The 
entire press resounded with the most 
lavish praise a play had received for at 
least a decade. Special emphasis was 
laid upon the author’s delicate and 
wholly inoffensive treatment of a sub- 
ject which, though new to. our stage, 
was not for that. reason forbidden. 

“Men and women of eminence and 
high character in every field of life 
have communicated to me their en- 
thusiastic admiration and approval of 
the play and its American production. 
A play jury comprised of men and 
women of the highest calibre, whose 
verdict the District Attorney had 
agreed to abide by, cleared the play 
and sanctioned its continuance. Both 
before. and after that verdict ‘The 
Captive’ had been presented and ex- 
ploited with the complete absence of 
sensationalism and we have appealed 
to and had only the finest type of 
audience. I am therefore strongly of 
the belief that it was grossly unfair 
under the circumstances for the author- 
ities to have classed “The Captive’ 
by their recent action with plays of a 
less distinguished character which 
present an entirely different problem. 

‘‘However, I'am not alone in my con- 
trol of the production of ‘The Captive.’ 
I€ is the enterprise of. the Charles 
Frohman Company, of which I am 
merely the managing director. _ That 
organization has after many years in 
the American producing field acquired 
a national good-will and prestige sec- 
ond to none, which can not and should 
not be prejudiced by the act or taste 
of any of its individual officers.”’

Arthur Garfield Hays, lawyer for 


Mr. Livéright, said he was not. sure 
whether they. would be able to -pro- 
duce ‘‘The Captive’ by Monday.

“The cast is here now and I will ask 
them individually how they feel about 
it,” said Magistrate Renaud. Then 
addressing Ann Trevor, he said: 

“Miss Trevor, will you agree not to 
appear in this play under any manage- 
ment, if this case against you is dis- 
missed?’”’ 

Miss Trevor hesitated and whispered 
to Gilbert Millen. 

“TI suggest,’ interposed Assistant Dis. 
trict Attorney James Garrett Wallace, 
“that they be given a reasonable time 
in which to get counsel of their own 
and make up their minds. They must 
give us the assurance we ask, or we 
will prosecute this case against them.”’ 


Liveright Appears in Court. 


Magistrate Renaud approved of this 
idea. While this subject was being 
discussed, Assistant District Attorney 
Wallace. noticed a man who had en- 
tered the enclosure reserved for coun- 
sel and was saying something to Mr. 
Steuer, The man was Horace B. Live- 
right. 

“I know. I am not a party to this 
case and have no legal right here,” 
said Mr. Liveright. ‘‘But I wished to 
speak to Mr. Steuer. I wish to produce 
this play.”’ 

“You have no business here, sir," 
said Magistrate Renaud. ‘‘Go back and 
take your seat in the court room.’

MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 16.—New York 
producers will have an opportunity to 
clean their own houses of objectionable 
plays, Mayor Walker said here this 
afternoon.

“I am for anything that will clean 
up the situation, and you know, of 
course, as well as I do, that such a 
plan has been suggested.” 

The Mayor was interviewed’in ‘a pri- 
vate box at the Hialeah race track. 
With him was Judge Olvany, leader of 
“enoiorange Hall, and both set at rest 
reports that they were conferring over 
the transit situation in New York:

Immediately after the hearing bids 
will be asked in the hope of beginning. 
construction work on or before May 15. 
and finishing the new line in forty- 
eight months. The line will extend 
from Park Place, through Fulton 
Street, Manhattan, under the East 
River, and thence under Cranberry, 
High and Jay Streets to Myrtle Ave- 
nue. 

Practically all of the work will be 
tunnel work. There will be two tubes 
under the river, ninety-one feet below 


high water level, and 3,200 feet long 
between the shafts at Front Street, 
Manhattan, and Furman Street, Brook- 
lyn... The length of the entire "subway 
section will be 11,000 feet. This sec- 
tion of the so-called city subway sys- 
tem ‘will be the first shield-driven 
work: to be undertaken in connection 
with the new. lines. 


‘Plan Less Open Excavation. 


The ‘Board of Transportation said 
the shield method would result in a 
minimum of street excavation, and the 
only points where théré would be open 
excavations’ would be at the Fulton 
Street, Manhattan, station, extending 
from’ Broadway to William Street;

MARCEL GRANDJANY PLAYS. 


French Harpist, Assisted by George 
Barrere, Flutist, in Notable Recital. 


Marcel Grandjany, the French harp- 
ist, gave a recital at Aeolian Hall last 
evening, assisted by George Barrére, 
flutist. The two eminent artists col- 
laborated in a. distinguished perform- 
ance of a sonata for flute and harp by 
Loeillet (1653-1728) ; a simple and beau- 
tiful composition which provided equal 
opportunities for the two instruments. 
The Allegro, Gavotte and Aria were 
particularly pleasing. <A sonatine for 
flute and harp ‘by Jacques Pillois had 
@ great success. All three movements 
were warmly applauded, but the gay 
and cheerful Scherzo was the favorite. 
The two musicians were recalled four 
times. 

The ‘remainder of the program con- 
sisted of harp solos by Mr, Grandjany, 
who also appeared as a composer. His 
Rhapsody had ‘a decidedly modern ten- 
dency, which was immediately coun- 
teracted by three pieces of the eigh- 
teenht century (transcribed by the re- 
citalist), of which an Allemande by 
J. S. Bach held the centre of attention, 
A difficult and ornamental Impromptu 
Caprice, by Gabriel Pierné, won Mr. 
Grandjany four recalls. 

In his fourth,solo group another elab- 
orate Impromptu by Albert Roussel 
was generously appreciated, but far 
more applause was bestowed on two 
popular French songs for which Mr, 
Grandjany had provided the harmonic 
dress. His own composition, a ‘'Fairy 
Tale,” faithfully followed the program 
notes, providing them with a recogniz- 
able yet ‘imaginative setting. Renié’s 
‘Ballade Fantastic’ ¢-a first perform- 
ance in New York), based on the ‘Tell 
Tale Heart,” by Edgar Allan Poe, 
proved an interesting and romantic 
work.

Donna Shinn Russell, soprano, ap- 
peared in a song recital at Aeolian 
Hall yesterday afternoon, with Gordon 
Hampson at the piano.

2 to Opus 110, naturally 
gave the artist-a' large measure of va- 
riety,. In all of them he held the

Van Sinderen Lindsley, attorney for 
Mrs.; Dickey, sought to introduce: the 
name of Miss: Shepley, now the wife 
of Gordon Sarre of 150 East Fifty-sey- 
enth Street,, as the cause of Mr. 
Dickey’s alleged abandonment: of his 
wife, but Nathan Burkan; counsel for 
Mr. Dickey objected, and Justice Was- 
servogel held that references to Miss 
Shepley ‘were not material because the 
charge was abandonment. 


“I think that's ‘sweet of her,” was. 
the only comment Miss Shepley would 
make at her home last, night concern- 
ing Mrs. Dickey’s ‘allegations, 

Mr. Dickey wrote “The Ghost Break- 
er,” ‘The- Misleading: Lady,” ‘The 
Last Laugh,” ‘‘Lights Out,’’ yaa “The 
Broken Wing,”’ in the last of which 
Miss Plummer starred, and had an in- 
terest in ‘‘The Backslappers,’’ in which 
Miss Shepley. played. 

Mrs. Dickey testified that she and 
Mr. Dickey were married on June 26, 
1919, and that they lived happily until 
he abandoned her at Great Neck last 
August. She said she went to Paris 
at his suggestion, and visited his 
mother. He did not meet her at the 
Pier when she returned on.Aug. 26 
last, and when she arrived at Great / 
Neck she found him preparing to live 
at. the Lambs Club. She later went 
to the Hotel Cumberland. She was not 
permitted to answer a question as to 
whether her husband had remarked 
that Miss Shepley was. “the high 
spot” in his life. She said he earned 
from $10,000 to $15,000 a year and was 
getting $500 a week for scenario work. 

Mrs. Dickey admitted on. cross-ex- 
amination that the European trip was 
her own idea, and that when her hus- 
band moved to the Lambs Club he 
said his scenario work required his 
constant attendance at the Famous 
Players studio and he wanted to be 
near it. He suggested that she take 
the manuscript of a new play which 
he had written and have it produced 
with herself as star. 

She admitted that after the papers 
in her suit had.:been served on her 
husband he went to Great Neck in 
September and remained over night. 
She refused to listeni t6 his plea that 
they live together again, she said, be- 
cause he was intoxicated and she felt 
he was insincere. 

Mr. Dickey on the witness stand de- 
nied that his estrangement from his 
wife was due to his drinking. He said 
he could not account for her refusal 
to live with him except that she 
wanted to follow her career as an 
actress.’ He said that on the day be- 
fore she returned from Europe his 
sister and Miss Shepley had driven 
out with him to Great Neck.

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MISUNDERSTANDING ON BOTH 
SIDES. 

Secretary Kge.uioce clings to the hope 
that the French Government did not 
clearly understand the naval plan of 
President Coo.ipGe, and may yet agree 
to fall in with it. Seemingly he has in 
mind the fact that this Government 
fully intends’ to go on working with 
the Disarmament Committee of the 
League of Nations, and not to with- 
draw from it as the French appear to 
fear. The British Government, while 
giving a vague blessing to the Cool- 
idge project, announces that a final 
answer to the American invitation 
must wait on consultations by English 

_ naval experts and on conference with 
the Dominions. This means a long 
delay, almost as harmful to the Pres- 
‘ident’s\plan as was the polite but ‘firm 
refusa¥ of France to accept it. 

* Behind these~ “ misunderstandings” 
.of the American’ scheme, as Secretary 
IXeLtoaa regards them, thére lies an 
explanatory fact only now coming to 
light. This is that the Washington 
Administration did not do the cus- 
tomary diplomatic and _ confidential 
sounding of the Governments which it 
was inviting to join with it. The 
President’s move thus looked hurried. 
He apparently dispatched his official 
notes to England, France and. the 
other nations at the very moment of 
sending his message to Congress set- 
ting forth the whole matter. There 
was nothing improper about this, 
though it does not accord with usage, 
but it certainly helps one to understand 
the foreign misunderstandings. A 
little more time spent in preliminary 
negotiation might have saved time in 
explanations after the event, and in 

-the renewed approach of our Govern- 
ment to the other nations with an 
alternative plan in its hand. 

Misunderstanding for misunderstand- 
ing, there is force in the dispatch 
from Geneva intimating that President 
Coonipcze and his advisers did not 
accurately measure the actual position 
in Europe. They did not fully grasp 
the heightened prestige of the League 

' of Nations. They did not comprehend 
the significance of the friendships, not 
to say alliances, which had been knit 

* by various nations within the League. 

" Hence the bad reception abroad of an 

_ American plan which might be inter- 
preted as an unwillingness longer to 
work through the League. Such a 

_ purpose was plainly not in the Pres- 
ident’s mind, But inadvertently he 

+ gave foreign Governments the impres- 
sion that it was. Hence their present 

' reminder to him that if he wishes to 

. cooperate effectively with Europe, he 
can best do it through the League of 
Nations. 

* “STABILIZED CURRENCIES” AND 

FOREIGN TRADE. 

When the French and Italian Gov- 
ernments made their successful effort,

* modities, which now average 13 per 
cent, below last Summer in Italy and 
25 per cent. in France. It was pre- 
dicted that a commercial reaction 
‘would accompany the fall in prices, 

" and pellet was general that both coun- 
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ties would Tose Heavily in their export Ta 


trade, the theory being that only the 
previous heavy depreciation of the 
currency on foreign exchange had en- 
abled them to undersell stable-money 
competitors in the foreign field, 

Reaction in trade undoubtedly oc- 
curred, but it has not been marked by 
the expected severity. Increase in 
unemployment has been only moderate 
in France and Italy; there appears to 
be no talk of actual distress in French 
business circles, and Italian industry 
has accepted the falling. prices with 
surprising equanimity. But what has 
caused more surprise is the entire 
frustration of predictions about export 
trade. During the first half of 1926. 
when the franc was falling rapidly, 
exports from France exceeded imports 
in every month but two. During the 
subsequent months of-an advancing 
frane exports were without exception 
greater than in the same months of 
1925 and in every month the surplus 
of exports was large. Yesterday’s 
cabled report of French foreign trade 
in January showed exports to have 
been larger by 23 per cent. in tonnage 
than the year before and greater by 22 
per cent. in value. Italy’s trade sta- 
tistics are usually belated and have 
been charged with inaccuracy, but, as 
they stand, they make an exactly 
similar showing for last Autumn; in 
October a surplus of exports was re- 
ported for the first time since the war. 

Apparently something was amiss 
with the theory that a depreciated or 
depreciating currency was the chief 
influence in enlarging exports. As a 
matter of record that theory is ques- 
tionable. Germany’s import trade, 
reckoned in gold values, heavily ex- 
ceeded exports during the rapid de- 
preciation of the mark after 1920; 
during 1922, for instance, the average 
monthly import surplus in gold marks 
was 186,000,000. Only when the new 
gold currency was installed did the 
country’s balance of trade change to a 
large surplus of exports. One might 
even recall our own experience with 
depreciated money, when imports into 
the United States invariably and heav- 
ily overtopped exports during the 
years between 1861 and 1873, but the 
balance was reversed when the dollar 
rose in value during the next half 
dozen years, and there was a con- 
stantly growing export surplus after 
resumption of specie payments. 

The truth is that the markets, in 
their prophecies for France and Italy, 
were accepting a possible incidental 
symptom for a necessary general re- 
sult. The older and sounder theory 
used to be that an inflated and depre- 
ciating paper currency not only ex- 
pelled a country’s gold, but greatly 
increased its imports of merchandise; 
it was not assumed that it promoted 
export of goods. However much those 
principles may have been affected by 
the recent embargo on gold exports by 
theGovernments of depreciated-money 
countries, the old-time contention that 
a shifting money standard is injurious 
to stability of foreign trade, and that 
progressive expansion of that trade 
should follow return to the gold basis, 
is as true today as it was in the time 
of Mriu and RICARDO. 


CONGRESSIONAL AMENITIES. 

‘Is it the stirring of the sap or that 
end-of-the-session feeling which makes 
Congressmen so full of fight? True, 
these are mimic and phantom en- 
counters of elderly gentlemen ludi- 
crously sparring at each other or the 
air, and sustained by the certainty 
that they will be lugged apart with- 
out any greater damage than fracture 
of temper and glasses. Not for the 
safety of Congressmen, but for that of 
bystanders and bysitters, so singularly 
affected by the clumsy projection of 
the “dukes” of statesmen, do we 
plead. The slight collision of a New 
York Representative and a Lone Star 
Member, long revered for his chastity 
of speech, shows the communicative- 
ness of panic and the ferocity bred of 
these otherwise innocent bouts. Men 
yell and curse. Women shriek and 
faint. One pious soul prays aloud. 
This charity, which believes that even 
Congressmen are not past praying for, 
is the one gracious gleam thrown on a 
shindy worthy of a Philadelphia or 
Chicago Republican faction contest. 

A committee hearing on a Sunday 
closing bill was the theatre of this 
riot. Many of the most virtuous per- 
sons in the world were present. Mark 
the incredible contagion of violence, If 
the eyes of the reporters didn’t “ de- 
ceive their earsight,” an officer of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance, a friend of man 
and peaceful Sundays, punched “on 
the jaw” an eirenic stenographer. We 
even hear of kicks at prostrate victims 
of the prevailing infection—not Con- 
gressmen, but having the floor. Be- 
fore this demonstration of the wicked- 
ness and the woes that assail blame- 
less third parties from “hurling the 
lie,” can’t the Congressional amateurs 
unite upon a saving formula? “The 
honorable gentleman is mistaken ’’; 
“the honorable Member’s statement is 
incorrect”: it is easy to devise and 
make ritual a harmless form of “ hurl- 
ing” which will protect the public. 

Congress has steadily progressed in 
civilization; and these survivals should 
be treated leniently. How far away are 
the days of the duel, spitting in the 
face, cudgeling; even of the “‘ savage 
fist fight"! The bloodthirstiness ‘has 
become symbolic or, if actual, is 
dangerous only to those who try to 
part the dogs”; and the modern way 
of “hurling the lie” is molasses com- 
pared with the grand old manner. 
Hear Senator VookuEgs, the Tall Syc- 
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from his leave on Mr. “Incas: 

Mr. President, the Senator is a great 
Nar when he inti ‘such a thing, 
a great lar and a dog. 

“The Kansas poet, whose most flam- 
ing cravat was paled by his language, 
had already urbanely remarked that, 
“if this were a police court, the Sen- 
“ator from Indiana would be sent to 
“the rock pile for being drunk and 
“ disorderly.” This was less than forty 
years ago. The manners of Congress 
are gradually softening. : 

—_—_———— 
A WATER-POWER SURVEY. 

The-surest step toward a solution of 
the State’s water-power problem is the 
appointment .of a commission of the 
right sort. Its first duty should be to 
make a survey and report, with rec- 
ommendations. Failing the estab- 
lishment of such an agency, the pres- 
ent deadlock will continue indefinitely, 
and the water powers of the State will 
keep on running to waste. It is self- 

evident. that, with party lines as tightly 
drawn as they are now, the. Repub- 
licans in the Legislature are not going 
to accept out of hand ~ Governor 
Smirn’s plan for development by a 
Power Authority. It is just as self- 
evident that the Governor is no more 
disposed than he was last year to 
yield to the Republican view that the 
only sound approach is through the 
leasing system, as practiced by the 
Federal Government. Somehow there 
must be a new start, a fresh view. 

For that reason the latest reports 
from Albany are encouraging. [If it is 
true that at their conference with the 
Governor the legislative leaders made 
definite progress toward agreement on 
a compromise program, both sides de- 
serve to be congratulated. In this 
matter of a preliminary survey, the 
two groups are close enough together 
to justify every effort at conciliation. 
The Republicans have themselves pro- 
posed a commission of inquiry. The 
Governor, while standing by his Power 
Authority plan, has shown his readi- 
ness to let broad questions of policy 
have first consideration, What in- 
surmountable difficulty does such a 
survey present, if only it can be freed 
from the dead hand of party politics? 

Naturally, the personnel of the pro- 
posed commission of inquiry is of first 
importance. There is some comment 
to the effect that setting it up will 
represent a “ victory. for the G. O. P.,” 
but that Governor Smith is to “re- 
ceive a few plums” in return, But 
for the Legislature to attempt to pack 
the commission with partisans would 
be as disastrous as for the Governor 
to treat his appointments to it as 
spoils. He, for his part, has already 
promised that he would name to such a 
commission men who would command 
the respect of the community. For 
the Republicans to do less would at 
once impugn their good faith. If it is 
humanly possible, the commission 
should bring in a unanimous report. 
That will require that it be composed 
of men of open mind and large views. 


A NEW AMERICAN OPERA, 


The answer of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company to the charge that it 
“does nothing for Americans” is to 
produce American operas and engage 
American singers. About the wisdom 
with which this is done in any par- 
ticular case there is room for discus- 
sion. The latest answer will be the 
production tonight of the opera “ The 
King’s Henchman,” by an American 
composer, DreMs TaYLorR, and an 
American poet, Epna ST. VINCENT 
Mitiay, with a cast that includes 
many American and other English- 
speaking singers. Instead of making 
the chosen work depend upon the win- 
ning of a prize, the management 
wisely commissioned it from people 
who should be expected to give satis- 
faction. Mr. Tarior has shown his 
musical gift, his imagination, his skill, 
in various orchestral and choral 
Pieces; Miss Mittay has won a high 
place among the best of the younger 
American poets. 

From these facts it does not follow 
as the night the day that they can 
produce what is called a “viable” 
opera. The production of such an 
opera implies a special ability, not 
always connected with the greatest 
musical or poetical talent; something 
that is called “theatre blood.” It is 
also dependent—generally—upon the- 
atrical experience. The American 
composer of opera is in the position of 
the -dog chasing his tail and making, 
on the whole, small progress. His 
operas are not performed because he 
lacks the lessons of experience and 
actual stage contacts; and he lacks 
the lessons of experience and actual 
stage contacts because his operas are 
not performed. The Metropolitan is 
doing something to break this vicious 
circle by performing American works, 
It has been blamed for not doing this 
oftener—the opera to be heard tonight 
is the twelfth American work to reach 
its stage in seventeen years of Mr. 
Garti-Casazza’s management—but its 
opportunities are not unlimited. It is 
not an operatic experiment station. 
Its patrons must be satisfied with the 
repertory offered them, safe and sane, 
if it is to continue in business. They 
do not and will not go to hear opera 
for patriotic reasons; they donot favor 
American operas because they are 
American. Perhaps we might hope for 
a little more consideration and a little 
more attention to American operas 
than to those which are no better 
bearing a foreign stamp; but we can- 
not hope for much more, At any rate, 
American operas must reach a certain 
standard of excellence and interest in 
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the Metropolitan. 

Tonight there will be.at least the be- 
ginnings of judgment on the new 
opera—not necessarily, nor even prob- 
ably, a finality. A musical work of 
real originality and individual power is 
not at all certain of final appraise- 
ment on its first hearing. But we are 
sure that Mr, Tartor and Miss Mit- 
LAY’s opera will. receive intelligent 
and kindly consideration from the 
public whose judgment will decide its 
fate, and from the professional critics 
down to those who “know nothing 
“about music but know what they 
“like.” We greet the collaborators as 
the latest additions to the Iong roll of 
Iyric dramatists, and feel sure that the 
Metropolitan Opera Company will do 
its best for them. 


MAKING PROTECTION 
“EFFECTIVE.” 

Representative Dickinson of Iowa. 
unquestionably one of the abler men 
in the House, admits that the protec- 
tive tariff, which he has always ad- 
vocated as a loyal Republican, has 
not been effective in the case of agri- 
culture. But he believes that it can 
be made so. This is why he supports 
the McNary-Haugen bill, as a needed 
addition to the protective system. He 
admits frankly that most of the cus- 
toms duties nominally levied .on farm 
products are illusory. He asks a 
question which it would be extremely 
difficult for high tariff men to answer. 
It is: “How can you make effective 
“a tariff duty on a commodity of 
“which you produce a surplus to be 
“sold in the world’s market?” Every- 
body knows that you cannot. Even 
the farmers, whom the Republicans 
have so long sought to fool with nom- 
inal import duties on wheat and corn, 
&c., have at last found out that you 
cannot, Left outside the benevolent 
scope of protection, as they find them- 
selves, they>are now knocking at the 
door of the Republican Party and 
demanding something “equally as 
good.” 

In the buying and selling of agri- 
cultural products, Mr. DICKINSON’s 
complaint is that the farmer has 
lost his bargaining power. He cannot 
combine as can other producers. This 
is mainly because farming is individ- 
ual and the farmers are scattered in 
isolation over widely separated areas. 
Now the aim of the McNary-Haugen 
bill is to “canalize” farm production 
and so restore to the farmer his bar- 
gaining power. Then if the Govern- 
ment will take care of his surplus by 
buying it up he will be able to main- 
tain prices and make the farming in- 
dustry once more profitable and at- 
tractive. 

Good protectionists who take this 
position seem unaware that they are 
starting out to make the high tariff 
odious. They say, in effect, that it 
gives a subsidy from the Treasury 
to manufacturers and others, while 
necessarily leaving the farmer out. 
Now the farmer proposes to walk up 
and demand his special subsidy in 
order to make himself equal with the 
beneficiaries of the tariff. This plan, 
whether successful or not, cannot fail 
to do great damage to the protective 
system; for the real nature of it will 
be more clearly disclosed to a larger 
number of consumers, and when they 
understand it they will dislike it and 
seek to get rid of it. 
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MORE CIVIL STRIFE IN CHINA. 

Fighting has broken out afresh in 
China. The Cantonese army which had 
been advancing on the forces of SUN 
CHUAN-FANG, protector of Shanghai, 
and met with a check last week near 
Hangchow, is again on the move, 
and is reported to have inflicted a 
defeat on a portion of Marshal Sun’s 
supporters. Meanwhile, CHanc Tso- 
LIN, Manchurian War Lord and direc- 
tor of the Northern forces, is moving 
on the Cantonese in the upper Yang- 
tse Valley. His advance has been 
complicated by the doubtful attitude 
of his recent ally, Wu PEI-Fru, who 
last Autumn joined CHANG in the cap- 
ture of Peking, but has since dropped 
out of the picture. As if this were 
not enough of a puzzle, the so-called 
Christian General, Fena is said to be 
bringing reinforcements to the Can- 
tonese over a route that will cut the 
line of march of the Northern troops. 

The ostensible objective of all forces 
is the control of Shanghai, strategi- 
cally vital for the domination of the 
heart of China, and which, as the 
greatest and richest seaport, promises 
the largest booty to the captors. The 
Chinese General who controls the 
Shanghai region, Marshal Sun, is 
naturally loath to give up a city that 
yields him millions of revenue. Only 
if some bargain is made whereby hé 
will be assured a. substantial income 
if he “sells out” to his enemies is he 
likely to give up fighting to defend 
Shanghal. 

In the meantime, foreign troops are 
arriving at the foreign settlements. As 
had been expected, all of the Chinese 
factions have rejected Secretary KeEL- 
Locc’s. plea for neutralization of the 
Shanghai area. Marshal Sun feared 
that such a proposal might curtail his 
powers of levy. The others looked 
upon it as a move to prevent them 
from capturing China’s richest prize. 
This does not mean that the Canton- 
ese are now determined to storm 
Shanghai. Their object is not to de- 
stroy but to control it. They are-not 
seeking war with the foreign forces 
there assembled. They do not even 
Want to abolish immediately the for- 
eign concession. But they wish to 


dominate it and fall heir to its rich!

So kaleidoscopic are the movements 
in ‘the Chinese civil war that it is 
almost impossible to follow them from 
day to day. The outstanding fact is 
that the Cantonese are again passing | P°T!FY 
through a crisis. If they win, they 
May well control the greater part of 
China and.may even force the Man- 
churian War. Lord to withdraw north 
of Peking. But if the Northern forces 
check them, the old game of striving 
to bring about a combination of fac- 
tions will again begin, and we may see 
the territory now held by the Can- 
tonese split up among. Fenc, CHANG, 
Wu and Stun until one or another 
again manages to crush or buy off his 
opponents. 
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BETTER A SELF-REGULATED 
THEATRE. 

As gracefully as possible under the 
circumstances, “The Captive” has 
retired from the fray involving the 
police and two other plays. A state- 
ment. by Mr. GILBERT MILLER an- 
nounces that his company, whose long 
record in the theatre was commended 
by District Attorney Banton, “ deems 
“it unwise and impolitic to prolong the 
“run.” The organization bows to public 
opinion, leaving Mr. MruueR free to 
express his personal view—that it was 
“grossly unfair” to class his produc- 
tion with others of “Jess distinguished 
character.” Many will agree that the 
association of the three raided vlays 
was incongruous, but it was inevi- 
table. A successful play in a new genre 
is certain to be followed by imitators. 
In this case, their titles and adver- 
tising fairly shouted that they were 
cheap and sensational. The prose- 
cutors admit that it would have been 
easier to defend the French play than 
to excuse those which followed it. The 
latter have found a certain protection 
in the shadow of the former. Now 
that is withdrawn. 

The others face alone the long and 
uncertain hazards of criminal prose- 
cution. But they do not seem to mind 
that. On the contrary, they welcome 
the handsome publicity which they 
receive. Temporary injunctions re- 
strain the police from further in- 
terference, anid business increases. 
People who would never have heard 
of these plays are now made curious, 
and rush to see them before they are 
closed. It does not subtract a cent 
from the box-office receipts if such 
patrons go away feeling cheated and 
bored. The end will come, but before 
it does the producer will have cashed 
in on his free publicity. 

The upshot of the police intervention 
has heen the withdrawal of a play 
whose dramatic value had been highly 
praised, while its pornographic imita- 
tors run on indefinitely. Outside in- 
terference with the theatre often has 
such unexpected and undesirable re- 
sults. Self-regulation should be more 
satisfactory. Mr. Ames and his asso- 
ciates will have public sentiment be- 
hind them. They will also be able to 
count on the support of the Actors’ 
Equity Association; which has been so 
frank in condemnation of dubious 
plays as to speak calmly even of offi- 
cial censorship. Equity’s honest oppo- 
sition to an off-color play could be 
made effective, even before the play 
was produced, by its refusal to permit 
members to perform in it. A manager 
would be put to it to get a cast of non- 
members together, and few actors 
would be willing to take a part in a 
play which Equity had turned down. 
Here is machinery to hand which 
should be used.

If passenger planes go on being de- 
veloped in this country, no doubt there 
will be schemes afoot here to extend 
Congressional privileges to the air. 
Although there is no Government sub- 
sidy to any American airplane com- 
pany parallel to that which the Luft- 
hansa enjoys, perhaps some other jus- 
tification could be: found to warrant 
free flying for our legislators. 

On a closely contested vote, it would 
be possible to bring up absentee mem- 
bers in much shorter order than if 
train service had to be depended upon. 
The fate of a bill might be decided by 
the timely arrival of one Congress- 
man via the rapid air route. The ques- 
tion of mileage would also come up. 
Costs of travel by airplane are not 
standardized here as yet, but undoubt- 
edly the conservative ten cents a mile 
each way allowed Congressmen for 
train travel would have to be greatly 
increased to permit travel by air. One 
scents interesting possibilities of Con- 
gressional junkets through the air if 
the German plan is introduced here.

Just before Mr. Rup- 
YARD KIPLING sailed 
for Brazil, his atten- 
tion was called to

believes that that sort of thing should 
be left until after he is gone, and then 
perhaps it will not be thought neces- 
sary at all! 

Probably the plan was on the model 
of the Browning Society. But its mem- 
bers had as at least a part of their 
task the interpretation of an obscure 
poet. Whatever may be said of Mr. 
Krptinc, he leaves no one in doubt of 
his meaning. So that the proposal laid 
before him was very like asking him 
to allow others to make him out a 
hero in his lifetime. 

He may also have objected to the 
statement in the prospectus of the 
Kipling Society, that he is an author 
who “upholds the ideals of the Eng- 
lish-speaking world.’ He may. have 
done so indirectly and unconsciously, 
but that surely has not been his great 
aim in his writings. A literary crafts- 
man, thinking primarily of his work 
as a form of art, cannot be all the 
while bothering himself about the 
ideals of the English-speaking world. 

For many years Mr. Kiptino has not 
needed to seek notoriety, and, on the 
whole, has refrained from some of the 
more offensive methods of self-adver- 
tising to which other writers have re- 
sorted. Anyhow, he draws the line at 
having a literary statue, as it were, 
erected to him while he is still alive. 
It is too much like premature publica- 
tion of an obituary notice. Yet some 
men have had the privilege, or the 
mortification, through some. mistake, 


of having read even that.

Furthermore, the control 
of these conditions has become more 
and more rigid until they are now 
absolutely fraud-proof. Moreover, in 
these efforts for more perfect experi- 
mentation I have had the fullest coop- 
eration from “Margery” and her hus- 
band, whose only desire has been to 
get these extraordinary facts before 
the world in a compelling fashion. 
Will, therefore, any one deny that I 
have a right to speak with authority 
concerning this mediumship? What is 
my message to an interested public? 

The “Margery” mediumship is genu- 
ine. In the presence of this woman 
there occur an unbelievable variety of 
phenomena contravening all our ordi- 
nary ideas of physics, chemistry, anat- 
omy and physiology. Only three or 
four mediumships in history approach 
this one in strength and brilliancy. 
Like all other mediumships, however; 
it has had to run the gauntlet of un- 
intelligent conservatism and bitter’ in- 
tolerance. That the friends of ‘‘Mar- 
gery” do get discouraged at timés is 
true, but “Walter,” ‘“‘Margery’s’’ “‘con- | 
trol,” says: ‘‘Cherio! Remember, no 
one takes the trouble to kick a dead 
horse.”’

UNAWARE OF CONVICTIONS’ 


mrs. Peters Also Takes ‘the Stand 
—Shosting of Youth Retold, but 
‘No New Evidence Is Offered.

: Elbridge O. Peters of Haverhill, 
Mass., who is suing’ Walter. S. Ward 
for $75,000 for the killing of his son 
Clarence five years ago, took the stand 
yesterday: in the second ‘day: of the 
hearing of the action: before Judge 
Harry. B. “Anderson din, the, United 
States District Court as a character 
witness for the boy. Before he was 
through, however, he saw .introduced 
evidence tending to show that his son 
had pleaded guilty to larceny charges 
in both Haverhill and Boston, had 
served two sentences in a school for 
delinquent minors and ‘had pleaded 
guilty to a larceny charge in the Mu- 
nicipal Courtin‘ Boston. 

In direct examination Mr. Peters 
said his son had been a “pretty good 
boy;”’ that when he left school at the 
age of sixteen he had gone to work 
and had turned his wages over to his 
mother while the father was sick; that 


he did not drink, play cards or stay 
out late at night. He admitted. the 
boy had taken a bicycle that belonged 
to another, but declared he had re- 
turned it; that he and other boys had 
“borrowed” an automobile for several 
hours, but had returned it to the same 
street from’ which they had taken it, 
and that twice his son had been sent 
to an institution for delinquents. 


Ignorant of Conviction. | 
Under cross-examination, however, 
he said he did not know that his son 
had been found guilty for stealing two 
checks or for stealing a watch and had 


been found guilty in the Boston Mu- 
nicipal Court for the larceny of an 
automobile. 

Mrs. Peters followed her husband on 
the stand and corroborated his testi- 
mony. Charles E. Long, attorney for 
the plaintiff, attempted to. get into 
evidence two letters the boy had writ- 
ten to his mother from Paris Island, 
S. C., where he went as an applicant 
for enlistment in the Marine Corps, 
but following objections by Mr. Camp- 
bell the letters were ruled out. 

Earlier in the day the attorney for 
Ward had been overruled when he had 
attempted to place two typewritten 
letters in. evidence: tending to show 
that his client had been victimized by 
blackmailers. 

The second day of the trial devel- 
oped nothing new concerning the ac- 
tual shooting of Peters. The story of 
how Ward and his attorney went to 
the home of Sheriff George Werner of 
Westchester County soon after the 
shooting was read into the record 
from Werner's testimony ‘at the trial 
of Ward for the shooting in 1923. 
Werner was not present, but attorneys 
from both sides read from his testi- 
mony at the murder trial when Ward 
was acquitted on the plea of self-de- 
fense. ard had been threatened by 
blackmailers, according to Werner‘s 
testimony. 


Others Take the Stand, 


Colonel Frederick E. Weeks, who, as 
District Attorney in Westchester five 
years ago, conducted the original in- 
vestigation, testified yesterday con- 


cerning the interview he had with 
Ward in the presence of his attorney, 
Coroner Edward Fitzgerald and others 
in his office on May 22, 1922. Mr. 
Fitzgerald followed Colonel Weeks, and 
Chief of Police Frank Cody of New 
Rochelle told of giving Ward, who wds 
a Commissioner and President of the 
Police Board of New Rochelle, an auto- 
matic pistol.

indicted by the Queens County’Grand 
Jury for murder, according to an offi- 
cial statement issued last night by Act- 
ing District Attorney James A. Day- 
ton. Instead, he will be arraigned on 
Friday in the Children’ s Court in Ja- 
Maica to answer charges of juvenile 
Gelinquency. 

“I have conferred with. District. At- 
torney Richard’ §:. Newcombe, who is 
in the South, over the telephone,’’ the 
statement read,: ‘‘and have. been au- 
thorized by him™to’say that the case 
f Michael Ponkraskow Jr. will not be 
presented to the Grand Jury. Mr. New- 
combe feels that the Children’s Court 
is the proper place \in, which’ to-try it. 
He. does not believe public welfare de- 
™ands that a.less than twelve-year-old 
boy be placed on trial; charged .with 
murder in the first degree, punishment 
for which is death. 

“A- Judge presiding in the Children’s 
Court, in “which -no other. cases~ than 
those of juvenile delinquency are tried, 
is better qualified by experience than 
any other to determine what punish- 
ment shall be inflicted upon this boy.’ 


Will Try to. Trace the Pistol. 


Both Mr. Dayton and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Thomas F, Thornton, 
who visited Michael in the afternoon 
at the Society for the’ Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children’s headquarters in 
Brooklyn, said they were determined 
to find out where he got the pistol. 
“We shall insist,” the statement con- 
cluded, ‘before a final disposition is 
Made of the case that he tell us a story 
capable of ‘verification as ‘to how and 
where the pistol was obtained.” 

In an effort to learn how the weapon 
@ame into. Michael’s hands Mr..Thorn- 
ton closeted himself for more than an 
hour with the-boy. He came out satis- 
fied that he was on the right track. 
“The bay impresses me as one who 
would lie his way out of any diffi- 
culty,” said Mr: Thornton, “‘but I think 
he is telling the truth when he says 
he stole the pistol from a school friend 
last September.”” The school friend 
referred. to was Otto Bemish, who 
moved away from Kew Gardens four 
or five months ago. 

Although Beither- of the boy’s par- 
ents came to visit him yesterday after- 
noon, they had not forgotten him. The 
elder Michael Ponkraskow engaged 
Sydney Rosenthal, a Long Island City 
attorney, to defend his boy. ‘The 
father came to me,” said the lawyer, 
“to insist his boy was a good boy in 
the house. He said be cannot account 
for his s6n’s Jekyll and Hyde actions, 
and he denies that he slapped his son 
Saturday.” Michael had declared that 
he left home because of a’slapping.

News reached here yesterday from 
Paris that Ernest Rodriguez, formerly 
an employe of the Wells Fargo Bank 
in’ San Francisco, had just been con- 
victed of having forged the names of 
the bank officials to many checks and 
had been sentenced to prison for five 
years. The story of the frauds was 
told yesterday by John A. O’Melia of 
the law firm of Marvin & Bergh, coun- 
sel for the Wells Fargo Company. 

Rodriguez is only 17 years old. He 
-+had worked for the, bank only a short 
time when he disappeared. He carried 
with him signatures of the officiais 
which had. been attached to correspon- 


dence, and other documents; a certifi- 
cation stamp, blank checks, and the 
names and addresses of the company's 
ee et wee in various parts of the 
wor 


Begins Frauds in Montana. 


Rodriguez's trail was struck first at 
Butte, -Mont., where -he cashed a 
bogus check for $200. His method there 
was followed. consistently in all his 
later fraudulent adventures. He pre- 
sented a letter, purporting to be signed 
by A. D. Oliver or L. E. Greene, Wells 
Fargo Vice Presidents, which intro- 
duced him as a relative of a high of- 
ficial of the company and asked, for 
him prompt service and assistance. 
These were rendered, and with the $200 
he disappeared.

Leaves Havana for Europe. 


From Havana, Rodriguez journeyed 
abroad, where he continued his swin- 
dies, First he went to London and 
cashed checks at the Barclay and Pro- 
vincial Banks.’ The next heard of him 
was in Paris, where he profited in 
generous amounts from checks cashed 
by a branch of the National City Bank, 
the Banque de Paris and. the Banque 
de Paris et de Pays-bas. This was on 
Sept. 16> “The next day he cashed a 
bogus check in Amsterdam and five 
days later repeated at the Deutsch 
Bank in Berlin. Then his trail led 
to Lucerne, to Naples, Rome, Florence 
and Nice. At each place he got 
amounts ranging from $200 to $500. He 
was quiet for a time then was heard 
from in Berne and Madrid. 

In the meantime a warrant had been 
issued for his arrest’ and his descrip- 
tion forwarded everywhere. But on 
Oct. 6 he ‘returned to» Paris, entered 
the branch of the National City-Bank 
and cooly presented-a check for. $200. 
He was arrested. Mr O’Melia, asked 
how it was possible for Rodriguez. to 
get around so. fast, replied: 

“I have a suspicion that he used 
an airplane.’”*

Norrowly Escaped Death, He Says. 

Mr. Fisk narrowly escaped death, ac- 
cording to his story in court. He tes- 
tified that after dinner in a Columbus 
Circle restaurant on Tuesday night he 
took a walk up West’ End Avenue, 
which at that point is along the North 
River; before ‘returning to the Hotel 
Empire, Broadway and Sixty-third 
Street, where he has been stopping. 
Without realizing he was in the negro 
district, he said, he turned east at Six- 
ty-second Street and climbed up the 
steep hill leading to Amsterdam Ave- 
nue. He said a negro brushed against 
him in front of 210 West Sixty-second 
Street, which is a five-story red-brick 
tenement house, with four steps lead- 
ing up from the pavement to the vesti- 
bule. Next door is the. “Christian 
Emanuel Mission: All Welcome,”’ indi- 
cated by a large sign over the pave- 
ment. The house is about 100 feet 
from Amsterdam, Avenue, 

Mr. Fisk said he told the man to 
““watch where he was going,’”’ where- 
upon this man and two others seized 
him and “half dragged, half carried” 
him into the hallway, which was dimly 
lighted. They took him back under 
the stairway, where it was quite dark, 
he continued, and one assailant, at- 
tacking him from. behind, put his 
right arm around the banker's neck 
and almost strangled him. He said 
the man held him te-fashion af- 
ter the manner of the French apaches. 

“Shall I stick him?” Mr. Fisk heard 
one ask while he was being choked, 
but another robber told the ques- 
tioner not to use the knife. 

The assailants found only a few 
coins in Mr. Fisk’s. pockets at first. 
He thinks this saved his life. They 
began to curse in disappointment, and 
asked where he ‘kept his dough.” 


Telis Where He Kept Money. 


Unable to talk because of the pres- 
sure on his throat, Mr. Fisk tapped 
his captor’s arm. The pressure was 
then released enough to let him talk. 

“For God's sake, don’t kill me,’’ he 
gasped. ‘The money’s in my left hip 
pocket. Take it and let. me go.” 

The robbers seized his wallet, took 
the money, and returned the wallet 
to Mr. Fisk on his request to be al- 
lowed to keep the papers it contained. 
All three ran from ‘the hallway, leav- 
ing the banker lying on the floor. 

Mr. Fisk staggered to the street. At 
Amsterdam Avenue and Sixty-second 
Street he found Patrolman John Carey 
of the West Sixty-eighth Street sta- 
tion and told of the robbery. Carey 
told Mr. Fisk to return to‘the scene 
of the attack and walk up and down 
the street a few times. Meanwhile, 
Carey hid in the bottom of a taxicab 
and rode through the street several 
times, hoping that the robbers would 
reappear and that Mr. Fisk could 
point them out, but the plan failed. 

Carey then took Mr. Fisk.to the sta- 
tion house, where he made a com- 
plaint. Early yesterday morning, after 
he had finished his regular tour of 
duty, Carey changed into civilian 
clothes and returned to, Sixty-second 
Street, anxious to clear up the case 
himself ‘lest the robbery on his beat 
stand against his record. He rounded 
up six negroes, including Logan, and 
summoned Mr.-Fisk from his hotel at 
4 A. M. to the station house, where 
the banker said Logan was'the man 
‘who had taken his wallet. . Logan de- 
nied the charge. 

Mr, Fisk’s father was Harvey Fisk, 
who helped found the house of Fisk 
& Hatch in 1862 and helped finance the 
Union in the Civil War. . The firm .be- 
came Harvey Fisk & Sons in 1886. Mr. 
Fisk sold his: Stock Exchange member- 
ship when he retired as active head 
of the firm.. He has a home at Rye,

COLLEGE GIRL ENDS 
LIFE BY POISONING 


Edith M. ‘Stewart Had Feared 
Suspension for Breaking a 
Rule at Elmira. 


HOME WAS IN TUXEDO PARK 


Faculty and Students Held Her in 
High Regard and She Had-Never 
Merlited Discipline. 


Special to The New York Times, 
ELMIRA, N. 'Y¥., Feb. 16. — Fearing 
suspension from Elmira College as a 
result of a violation of the institution’s 
rules, Miss Edith M. Stewart, 21, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. George Stew- 
art of Tuxedo Park, N. Y., swallowed 


strychnine tablets this afternoon, and 
after emergency treatment in the col- 
lege hospital was taken to the Arnot 
Ogden Hospital, where she died early 
this evening. 

Miss Stewart, whose father is a 
florist at Tuxedo Park, was in her 
senior year at: the college. Two weeks 
ago she obtained permission .to spend 
the week-end away from the institu- 
tion, but not out of the city. With a 
girl friend, however, she went to Ith- 
aca to attend junior week festivities at 
Cornell University, and after her re- 
turn this fact became known. 

Miss Stewart’s conduct in Ithaca was 
above question,. but the student gov- 
erning body felt it necessary to investi- 
gate her failure to report her intention 
of leaving the city. Decision in the 
case had not been made by the student 
body, nor had the matter. been re- 
ferred to the Faculty, but Miss Stewart 
gained the impression that she was 
due to be suspended, and she hecame 
despondent. 

This afternoon she discussed her case 
with her room-mate, Miss Flora Aus- 
tin, declaring she could not face. her 
parents if compelled to leave school, 
and then, without a word, swallowed 
several tablets. Miss Austin notified 
Dr. Caroline Lawrence, resident phy- 
sician, who gave emergency treatment 
while awaiting an ambulance. 

Miss Stewart was an assistant to Dr. 
Lawrence and thus had access to the 
medicine closet, where she got the 
poison. She was regarded by the col- 
lege eg ng as of high character, pro- 
ficient in her studies and unusually 
popular with the studént body. She 
had earned many honors during her 
three years here and Dr. Frederick 
Lent, President of the college, said -no 
act of the girl had ever been ques- 
tioned until she ‘took the harmless trip 
to Ithaca. 

Miss Stewart was a member of the 
Tuxedo Park Episcopal Church and 
active in religious work in this city. 
Her’s is the first suicide in the college’ 8 
history. 


TUXEDO PARK, N. Y., Feb. 16 (P.—

JUDGE MACK GALLS 
BAUMES LAW ‘SILLY 


Whole Theory of Probation Is 
Opposed to It, He Says— 
Cites Crime Causes. 


NOT ALL, CRIMINALS GUNMEN 


Dr. Platt, Probation Assoctation 
Head, Says Society Must Allow 
for Occasional. Offenders. 


Crime; its causes, its potential eradi- 
cation and its remedies, were discussed 
at a luncheon of the National Proba- 
tion Association held yesterday at the 


Down Town Club. The. chief speakers 
were United States Circuit Judge 


Julien W.. Mack, Dr. Charles Platt of 
Philadelphia and George W. Wicker- 
sham. Judge Mack said he thought 
the whole .theary of probationary 
measures was opposed ti the Baumes 
laws. 

“To my mind, at least, it seems silly 
that a man who has committed. four 
felonies should be kept in jail the rest 
of his life,”” he said. “There should 
be discrimination of some sort.’’ In 
the case of children, the volunteer pro- 
bation, officer can do a great deal to 
help both the potential criminal and 
society at large. If you get some man 
who will take the child into his home 
occasionally.and take him to a ball 
game frequently, in almost every case 
the youngster will be saved.” 

He further advocated keeping chil- 
dren out of the courts whenever pos- 
sible. The causes of crime Judge 
Mack saw partly in the “slum system” 
of housing, partly in the industrial 
system and partly in the after-effects 
of the war. He advocated curing 
crime by getting at its roots. 

Dr. Platt, President of the National 
Probation Association, said the whole 
aim of the organization lay in “rais- 
ing the standards vf our prison—mak- 
ing them harder to get into.’’ He also 
pointed out that not all criminals were 
gunmen, although “the sentimentality 
of the newspapers’’ made it seem so, 


“The legislators have gone back to 
the fallacy that you can prevent crime 
p adding up penalties, Mr. Wicker- 

am declared. ‘It is easier that way, 
but society must learr to discriminate 
between criminals and those who have 
roctasionally violated the law. Society 
seems to have gone mad over a phase 
of crime, and can do nothing but pile 


“up penalties on tie criminals, most of 


whom it cannot catch.’’

KIDNAP. SEARCH SPURRED 


Police .May Question. Relatives. of 
Family — One Theory Is an 
Enemy Abducted Child. 


The theory that William Gaffney, 4- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Edmund 
Gaffney, missing from hisshome at 99 
Fifteenth Street, Brooklyn, since last 
Friday’ afternoon, was murdered and 
his body disposed of was. abandoned 
by the police yesterday. The efforts of 
fifty detectives and patrolmen, who 
have been assigned exclusively to work 
on the case, are being directed to find- 
ing the. persons who, the police believe, 
have kidnapped the child. 

Inspector John, J. Sullivan, in charge 
of the detectives, said yesterday there 
seemed no doubt in his mind that the 
boy had. been spirited away, possibly 
by a demented person, or by some one 
who had taken the child in the hope of 
ransom, or again by an enemy of the 
family. At the same time the In- 
spettor held out hope that the .little 


fellow was safe and sound and would 
be found and restored to his parents. 


Wide Territery Combed. 


The Inspector said every inch of 
ground where the child’s. body would 
likely have been disposed of had he 
been killed had been gone over thor- 
oughly by the police and civilians en- 
gaged in the search. Houses, schools 
and warehouses have been searched 
from cellar to roof, basements. have 
been dug up; coal piles raked over and 
the: Gowanus Canal has been dragged 
without any trace of the boy being 
found. Of the scores of clues run down 
by the police there remained last night 
only two that had not been entirely 
eliminated. 

One was the statement of a Staten 
Island, woman that on Saturday she 
saw two women with a child that an- 
swered William’s. description on a 
Staten Island ferry boat. The other 
was that a child answering the boy’s 
description had been seen as late as 
yesterday afternoon with a woman at 
Broadway and Ann Street. 


Tells of Boy and Woman on Boat. 


Mrs. Albert Pearson, 334 Cheeves 
Avenue, Westerleigh, 8S. I., informed 
the police of the St. George station 
yesterday that Saturday evening she 
saw a boy she believes was the Gaff- 
ney child on a: ferryboat bound for 
Staten Island, She said she was re- 
turning home about 8 P. M. on the 
municipal boat Manhattan and as the 
boat was passing the Statue of Lib- 
erty she saw a boy of 4 protesting in 
tears to the woman who accompanied 
him against being kept on the deck. 
He did not address the woman as 
mother or by any familiar term, she 
said, and acted as though the woman 
was a stranger.

stitutions, including the National City, 
Chase National, Corn Exchange, Bank 
of Manhattan Company and others 
which have -developed city-wide bank- 
ing services. During the years that 
this movement was progressing. the. 
Hanover never has occupied quarters 
other than those in its own building 
at Nassau and Pine Streets. 

Unlike some consolidations effected 
in recent yéars, the present transac- 
tion does not represent an exchange of- 
stock, but is a direct purchase. The 
Hanover has acquired more than two- 
thirds of the capital stock of the 
Greenwich Bank and ig making an 
offer for the minority holdings. As it 
is a straight purchase, there will be 
no new issuance of stock by the Han- 
over. The combined institution will 
be known as the Hanover National 
Bank, the Greenwich’s name being 
dropped. For the present the person- 
nel conducting the various offices of 
the Greenwjch Bank will remain as it 
has been, 

The price paid for the Greenwich 
Bank stock already. acquired was $525 | 
a share, and the same price will be 
offered to the holders. This: 
offer will remain open until March 1. 
The offer for the minority stock has 
been transmitted to the directors of 
the Greenwich Bank and will be recom- 
mended to the holders for acceptance. 
It is expected that the process of ef- 
fecting actual consolidation of the two 
banks will-require several months. 

The consolidation brings together two 
of the oldest banks in New York City. 
The Greenwich Bank was established 
in 1830 and its various offices serve 
widely diversified lines of industry. 
Control of the Greenwich Bank has 
rested with the Hanover for years, but 
it was only recently that the decision 
was reached to buy in additional stock 
and effect a formal consolidation. 

The Hanover National Bank, as of 
Dec. 31, 1926, reported total resources 
of $195,018,107.

Sold at $104 in Advance of 
Formal Offering. 


A new issue of $10,000,000 of 6% per 
cent. cumulative preferred stock of L. 
Bamberger & Co. of Newark, depart- 
ment store operator, will be offered 
this morning by Lehman Brothers. A 
reflection of the current low interest 
rates and of the wide investment de- 
mand is seen in the fact that the stock 
will be offered at a premium, the price 
having been fixed at $104 a share and 
accrued dividend. Subscriptions in ex- 
cess of the amount of the issue have 
been received in advance of the formal 
offering. Of the total issue, $2,000,000 
has been retained by the company for 
itself and employes. 

The new capitalization of L. Bam- 
berger & Co. comprises $12,500,000 of 
@4 per cent. cumulative preferred 
stock of $10U par vaine, of which §$10.- 
000,000 is outstanding, and 500,000 
shares of no par value common stock.

STEEL CARTEL’S FATE 
HANGS IN BALANCE 


Germany Insists Duesseldorf 
Meeting Must Increase Her 
Production Quota.

PARIS, Feb. 16.—The fate of the new 
European steel trust will probably be 
determined at a general meeting of 
the members at Disgelderf on Mareh 
4. Germany’s threat to withdraw and 
thereby cause the eollapse of the re- 
cently organized metallurgical com- 
bination unless she obtains a largely 
increased annual predustion quota gon- 
tinues to be the chief subject of 
discussion in internationa] . business 
cireles, 

Two meetings held at Luxembourg 
within the last ten days have been 
without result, and Germany has made 
it clear that unless an agreement is 
reached at Dijsseldorf she will give 
formal notice of her intention to 
withdraw. 

According to the latest figures Ger- 
many, under the terms of the trust 
agreement, will be obliged to pay 
$2,784,000 into the common fund for 
excess production in October, Novem- 
ber and December of last year. 

The money in thia fund ia added to 
the amount which members must pay 
for each ton produced, namely $2 a 
ton. After the trust’s administration 
expenses are deducted the remainder 
is divided among the members on the 
basis of the ratio of theip quotas. 

While Germany’s net loss on these 
payments for the first three months 
was $1,496,000, France profited ta the 
extent of $1,253,000, her quota being 
much smaller than Germany’s. 

French steel men assert that Ger- 
many’s threat hag a twofold purpose, 
firat te bring pressure to bear on 
France to conelude a definite com- 
mercial treaty, giving Germany most 
favored nation treatment and, second, 
to pave the way either for an Anglo- 
German steel combination or for the 
entrance of Brg'and into the existing

obtaining a much larger annual 
os uction quota, the Freneh say, 
Germany would be establishing a pre- 
cedent for Great Britain’s quata 
which, in order to interest British 
steelmakers, would have to be the size 
of Germany's. 

The greatest importance is being 
attached to the Diisseldorf meeting 
sinee it is likely to decide whether the 
continent’s most ambitious experiment 
in large-seale egonemie caoperatioy 
shal} eontinue.

All Efforts to End Deadlock Fail 


—Mayor Expected to 
Renew His Fight. 


DELAY IN FORMS EXPLAINED 


Delaney Informs Estimate Board 
‘Contracts for Franchises Will 
Be Ready at Next Meeting. 


The bus situation, when Mayor 
Walker returns next week, will be in 
exactly the same state as when he left. 

Chairman John H. Delaney of the 
Board of Transportation informed the 
Board of Estimate yesterday that pro- 
tracted conferences had made it impos- 
sible to submit today forms of bus 
contracts as called for by a unanimous 


. resolution on the day the Mayor left 
for Havana. He explained that nego- 


tiations with lawyers and officers of 
seven bus companies directly inter- 
ested had been prolonged by efforts 
to devise a standard form of contract 


~.@cceptable to all concerned. This has 


been accomplished, but it will require 
two or three more days to conclude the 
details. Mr. Delaney assured Acting 
Mayor McKee, as Chairman of the 
Board of Estimate, that the franchise 
forms will be ready for the Board of 
Estimate at the meeting next week. 

Mayor Walker_is expected back in 
the -city before then, so he will be 
present. Following the approval of the 
forms by the Board of Estimate, it 
is necessary for the Board gf Trans- 
portation to advertise for twenty-eight 
days before the Board of Estimate 
finally takes up the question of award- 
ing franchises. 

While there was some effort during 
the Mayor’s absence to clarify the bus 
situation and break the deadlock in 


.the Board of Estimate, it failed, it 


was said yesterday, and every indica- 
tion points to a continuation of the 
deadlock up to the time the board 
actually votes on the granting of 
franchises. 

Some of the Mayor’s opponents are 
inferring privately that the bus project 
will be dropped shortly after the 
Mayor returns and the Board of Esti- 
mate may never be required to vote 
on the question. These reports seemed 
to come from sources in which the 
granting of bus franchises has con- 
sistently been opposed, and friends of 
supporters of the Mayor contend that 
nothing is more unlikely than that the 
Mayor will drop the fight he has be- 
gun to give franchises for bus opera- 
tion in Manhattan, Brooklyn and 
Queens to the Equitable Coach Com- 
pany. 

The Manhattan Surface Coach Com- 
pany, subsidiary of the New York 
Railways and Fifth Avenue Coach 
Company, favored by Borough Presi- 
dent Miller for the franchise to operate 
buses in Manhattan, is slowly rolling 
up a number of endorsements against 
the time when a vote shall be taken in 
the Board of Estimate. A week ago 
the directors of the Fifth Avenue Asso- 
ciation announced its endorsement of 
the company’s application. Yesterday 
the Lower Manhattan Industrial Asso- 
ciation announced that it had written 
to the Board of Estimate favoring the 
granting of a franchise to the Man- 
hattan Company. In addition it has 
written to President Miller commend- 
ing him for his initiative in having the 
Board of Transportation draw up a 
form of contract for this company. The 
communication to the Board of Esti- 
mate will be brought up at to-day’s 
meeting. 


WINS POINT IN BIG OIL SUIT. 


Nunez Family Gains by Ruling of 
Mexican Supreme Court.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 16.—The Nunez 
family has won a point in its suit 
against the Penn-Mex Oil Company 
for 8,000,000 pesos alleged to be the dif- 
ference between the contract price and 
the market value of oil taken from 
leased lands. The Supreme Court, by 
a 6-to-5 decision, has ruled that the 
case should be tried under the ‘@in- 
mercial instead of the civil code as the 
company had sought in an injunction 
action. 

The Nunez case is notable in Mexican 
legal annals, being the first one in 
which experts were called to testify 
concerning the value of oil. The con- 
tract, which specified the payment of 
10 per cent. of the value of the oil ex- 
tracted, had been in force since 1913. 

The Nunez family charged that the 
company paid only an average of 20 
cents a barrel when oil was sacrce in 
the market and prices had risen, espe- 
cially during the World War. An in- 
junction was obtained ordering the 
value of the oil extracted to be placed 
in a Mexican bank until the courts 
decided the case. 

Experts testified that the value of 
the oil shipped was nearly $6,000,000. 
When the lower courts decided in 
favor of the Nunez family, the Penn- 
Mex Company stopped operating. The 
family is now suing for an accounting 
anc for the return of the preperty 
with all machinery upon it, alleging 
breach of contract. 

Luis Cabrera, counsel for the Nunez 
interests, says that as a result of the 
Supreme Court’s ruling, a final and 
definite decision in favor of his clients 


is now only a matter of a couple of 
months. 


NAMED TO COMMERCE BOARD 


Ezra Brainerd Jr. Chosen for Place 
of F. I, Cox, Rejected. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Ezra 
Brainerd Jr. of Muskogee, Okla., was 
nominated to be.a member of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
by President Coolidge, succeeding 
Frederick I. Cox of New Jersey, whose 
reappointment was rejected, This ac- 
tion eliminates Pennsylvania from the 
contest for the post for which Cyrus 
E. Woods, backed by Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania, was first nominated by 

President Coolidge. 

After Mr. Woods was rejected by the 
Senate Senator Reed suggested Repre- 
sentative Temple of Washington, Pa. 
A canvass of the Senate demonstrated 
that. no Pennsylvanian could be. con- 
firmed and the President went into 
the Southwest for a commissioner. 
That section of the country has urged 
representation on the commission for 
many years.

MARYLAND ROAD STOCK|r 


Rockefellers No Longer Share- 
holders, Statement Issued on 
Their Behalf Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (#).—A large 
block of stock in the, Western Maryland 
Railroad, seized by the Alien Property 
Custodian during the World War, has 
been sold to the Bank of the Manhat- 
tan Company of New York, represent- 
ing other interests. 

Howard Sutherland, Alien Property 
Custodian, said the consideration was 
$4,010,000. He declared he did not know 
for whom the New York bank company 
was acting. 

The stock, 55,000 shares ve common 
and 19,070 shares of first _ preferred, 
was the property of the Deutsch Bank 
of Berlin. Mr. Sutherland said that 
he had the written consent of the own- 
ers to sell. By refusing to sell. the 
same shares one year ago, he said he 
had obtained approximately $2,000,000 
more than was possible at that time. 

The consent of the Deutsch Bank 
was not given in the previous instance. 

The sale of 74,070 shares of common 
and preferred stocks of the Western 


# Maryland Railroad to the Bank of the 


Manhattan Company by Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian Howard Sutherland on 
Tuesday was confirmed yesterday by 
Stephen Baker, President of the bank. 
Mr. Baker, however, refused to answer 
any queries in connection with the 
persons for whom the bank bought the 
stock. 

The Baltimore & Ohio, reported to be 
seeking a controlling interest, already 
has a 35 per cent. interest in Western 
Maryland purchased several weeks 
ago, but even if the stock involved in 
Tuesday’s transaction were added to 
the Baltimore & Ohio’s holdings, it is 
understood it would approximate less 
than 50 per cent. of the 771,670 shares 
of all classes of Western Maryland 
stock outstanding. 

The stock of Western Maryland re- 
maining in the Custodian’s hands, 
amounting to about 11,000 shares, may 
be sold before this week is out, Mr. 
Sutherland has stated, as their owners 
have agreed to sell, and he, Mr. Suth- 
erland, may come to New York to ef- 
fect such a transaction within a day 
or’ two. 


Stephen Baker, President of the Bank 
of the Manhattan Company, declined 
yesterday to comment on the report 
from Washington of the acquisition by 
the bank of stock of the Western 
Maryland Railroad. 

A statement was issued from 26 
Broadway yesterday commenting on a 
dispatch from Cleveland, which con- 
tained a statement by the heads of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men that ‘‘the Rockefeller interests are 
the largest individual holders in the 
Western Maryland Railroad.’”” The 
statement issued here said: 

“The article then refers to the labor 
situation on that railroad, calls upon 
‘Mr. Rockefeller and his associates to 
assert themselves,’ and states that ‘if 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. insists on the 
management falling in line with the 
other railroads there is no doubt that 
justice will be done.’ 

“On Mr. Rockefeller’s behalf it was 
stated that the writers of this docu- 
ment had evidently overlooked the 
statement widely published in the press 
recently to the effect that Mr. Rocke- 
feller and all those related to him had 
sold their interest in the Western 
Maryland Railroad.

PINCHOT URGES POWER PLAN 


Pennsylvanian Warns Maine Legis- 
lature of “Super-Power” Monopoly. 
AUGUSTA, Me., Feb. 16 (4).—Former 
Governor Gifford Pinchot of Pennsyl- 
vania tonight warned the Legislature 
of Maine against the monopolization 
of the nation’s waterpower resources 
by corporations and laid before them 
the Giant Power plan worked out in 
his home State under his Admiaistra- 
tion. .. td] 

The former Governor deciared that 
‘if the people of the United States 
ever turn to the nation-wide public 
ownership of electric utilities it will 
be because the companies have driven 
them to it.” 

“I am fresh from four years of active 
conflict with a Public Service Com- 
mission in Pennsylvania the majority 
of whose members were and are owned 
body and soul by public utility cor- 
porations,’’ he continued. 

The former Governor said he had 
been laughed at when he called atten- 
tion to the dangers of a monopoly of 
water power. He declared that the 
monopoly he predicted was here today. 

“And today I warn you of a mo- 
nopoly infinitely more dangerous, in- 
finitely -more pressing, than any we 
imagined then,’’ he went on. ‘The 
most powerful, profitable and unbeat- 
able monopoly that can be is the un- 
regulated monopoly of electricity. This 
is the prize for which the electric mo- 
nopolists are straining every nerve. 
The name of this grasping monopoly is 
Super-Power. 

“The. sole object of Super-Power is 
profit to the electric companies, while 
the object of Giant Power is the pub- 
lic welfare, including the welfare of 
the electric companies. Giant Power 
provides for the planned and orderly 
development of a great system of elec- 
tric service for the people of the whole 
United States, with generous hut no 
excessive profit to the companies as 
a necessary incident, but not as the 
main purpose of the whole plan.’’

WORKERS SEE COMPROMISE 


They Oppose Naming of Mediators 
by Taft and Attack His 
Politics. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

MIAMI, Fla., Feb, 16.—The third day 
of the conference between the United 
Mine Workers and operators from the 
central competitive field, who are 
meeting here for the purpose of fram- 
ing*a new contract to supplant the 
Jacksonville agreement, which expires 
March 31, brought no more promise of 
@ compromise than:the preceding days 
and the matter finally was referred 
this afternoon to a subcommittee, 
which will conduct further negotia- 
tions behind closed doors. 

Today’s session was marked by con- 
giderable sparring over the Haskins 
resolution, which was introduced yes- 
terday and which proposes as the basis 
of the new contract a continuing and 
at all times competitive wage scale 
with the wages paid in the non-union 
mines of West Virginia and Kentucky. 

It also proposes to establish a com- 
mission consisting of four miners, four 
operators and three mediators to fix 
the wage scale, and provides that. if 
neither the miners nor the operators 
are able to agree upon the mediators 
they shall be selected by the Chief 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The miners, headed by John W. 
Lewis, President of the United Mine 
Workers, are opposed to the Haskins 
resolution. They maintain that respon- 
sibility for the failure of the mine own- 
ers to operate their holdings profitably 
does not rest with the present wage 
scale, but is the fault of impoverished 
markets, poor financing and lax busi- 
ness methods.for which the operators 
themselves are to blame. 

When argument over the Haskins 
resolution was resumed this morning, 
President Lewis offered a substitute 
resolution which proposed that the con- 
ference recognize the inadequacy of 
wage reductions to effect .commercial 
security and stability in the bitumi- 
nous industry; that the contract to be- 
come effective on April 1 shall be for 
@ period of two years; declaring the 
stabilization of the bituminous indus- 
try to ke of essential importance; con- 
tinuing the joint conference of opera- 
tors and miners of the central com- 
petitive field; to protect living stand- 
ards of the miners and to lessen the 


number of fatalities now occurring in 
the industry. 


Lewis Seeks Better Organization. 


President Lewis said that the miners’ 
proposal represented a bona fide and 
sincere attempt to bring about a 
greater degree of organization in the 
unionized section of the. bituminous 
industry. He attacked the Interstate 


Commerce .Commission and charged 
that body with being. largely respon- 
sible for discriminating freight rates 
which he said favored the Southern 
operators. 

“For even now as I speak,’’ he said, 
**politicians of Virginia, West Virginia 
and Kentucky are in Washington and 
are circulating the report that if Pres- 
ident Coolidge appoints another Penn- 
Sylvanian to fill the vacancy on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
President will not get the votes of 
delegates from those States if he tries 
to run for a third term.” 

When Mr. Lewis had finished speak- 
ing, Herman Perry of the Illinois oper- 
ators arose. 

“After reading the Lewis resolution,”’ 
he said, ‘I am almost persuaded that 
outside the wage question he has not 
incorporated in this proposition any 
more than what the operators have 
expressed as their desire.” 

Mr. Perry offered an amendment to 
the Lewis resolution calling for the 
appointment of mediators by Chief 
Justice Taft, as in the Haskins reso- 
lution. 

“I believe,’’ continued Mr. Perry, 
*‘that the proposition of the miners is 
entitled to just as much consideration 
as our own proposition and I think we 
ought to give it that consideration.”’ 

William, H. Haskins of Ohio, who 
@ponsored the operators’ resolution, 
then moved that both resolutions be 
referred to a sub-scale committee com- 
posed of two miners and two operators 
from each of the four districts repre- 
gwented in the central-competitive field. 

But President Lewis objected on the 
ground that the operators had not had 


sufficient opportunity to discuss the | © 


miners’ resolutions, and he asked that 
Mr. Haskins withdraw his motion for 
the appointment of the subcommittee. 

“I am willing to withdraw the mo- 
tion,”’ shouted Mr. Haskins, ‘‘or vote 
upon the proposition finally in this 


conference without referring anything | Tin 


to the subcommittee.”’ 

Even after the motion was with- 
drawn, however, none of the operators 
showed any desire to discuss the 
miners’ resolution, so Mr. Haskins 
again moved for the appointment of a 
subcommittee, this time with success. 

Two miners and two operators were 
named from each of the States repre- 
sented as the subcommittee: 


Miners Think Compromise Is Pending. 


The fact that Mr. Haskins, who has 
been the most ardent. advocate of the 
competitive wage’ scale, was not ap- 
pointed to the subcommittee was gen- 
erally interpreted among the miners 
as an indication that the operators 
are seeking a compromise. 

In support of this theory representa- 
tives of the miners pointed out that 
the amendment offered by Herman 
Perry to the Lewts resolution con- 
tained no mention of the competitive 
‘wage scale, although it did provide for 
the appointment of a commission un- 
der terms. almost identical with the 
Haskins: resolution, 

The miners declare that there can be 
no agreement based upon a competi- 
tive wage scale or a wage reduction of 
any kind. The fundamental princi- 
ples of unionism are involved, they 
say, and to accept a reduction of any 
kind would mean economic suicide for 
them. 

Phil H. Penna of the Indiana opera- 
tors was the first to support the Has- 
kins resolution.. He pointed out that 
mines which have cheap labor costs 
have been generally able to operate, 


while. others were idle, and declared |

“We want to go out of this meeting, 
if we can,” Mr. Penna said, “with a 
contract that will restore competitive 
ability to the parties in the meeting. 
If we cannot get that, then gentlemen, 
we prefer going the gait of the West 
Virginia and other operators who will 
die fighting rather than die lying 
down.”’ 

Mr. Penna said he regretted the fact 
that Indiana had been the only State 
in the central competitive field to 
complain of breach of contract by the 
miners. ‘If any of the others have 
had such trouble,” he _ shouted, 
aa been too cowardly to bring it 
ou 

He. asserted that if the miners and 
operators could not reach an agree- 
ment among themselves, then they 
ought to get disinterested persons out- 
side the industry to help solve their 
problem. 


Kennedy Assails Chief Justice Taft. 


Thomas Kennedy, Secretary Treas- 
urer of the United Mine Workers, at- 
tacked the Haskins resolution with 


reference to the proposal that medi- 
ators be appointed by the Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
if the miners and operators were un- 
able to select them. 

“The Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court,’ said Kennedy, 
‘is William Howard Taft, and I don’t 
think anybody will try to disprove my 
statement when I say that Justice Taft 
is a politician and has always been 
a politician. Naturally, he would be 
inclined to appoint men active in legal 
or judicial matters. As mediators we 
would have either three legal men or 
three politicians, and there is not much 
difference between them. In the mat- 
ter of arbitration they would have final 
Say on every proposal that came up 
before the commission.”’ 

He compared the proposals embodied 
in the Haskins resolution to similar 
schemes tried out in Great Britain and 
said it was just such provisions that 
had undermined the mining industry in 
that country. 

Mr. Haskins defended his resolution. 
“It is all very well for Mr. Kennedy 
to treat the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court as he ses fit,” 
said Mr. Haskins, ‘‘but we have an- 
other opinion of him, and even if every- 
thing Mr. Kennedy said of the ex- 
President were true, we would sooner 
have the politicians he referred io 
settle our affairs than the politicians 
of the United Mine Workers of — 
ica. 

“Mr. Kennedy,” continued Mr, Has-| 
kins, “has told you of the miners of 
Great Britain. Led by their emperor 
they had to do just what he told them 
and they followed his policy, with what 
result?”

Spokesman for Federal Council 
Blames the Tactics of a 
Trust ‘Company. 











TALKS AT BANKERS’ MEETING 





Trust Company Division Also Hears 


How Stock Certificates Were 
Used in Recent Swindle. 


On a mn en nen 


A recent endowment of $100,000 has 
been lost to the Federal Council. of 
Churches of Christ in America be- 
cause a trust company ‘was ‘‘more in- 
terested in its fee’’ than in having the 
benefactor draw up an acceptable in- 
strument establishing the endowment, 
according to Lewis B. Franklin, Vice 
President and Treasurer of the Na- 
tional Council of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. Mr. Franklin made that 
charge yesterday morning at the 
eighth midwinter conference of the 
Trust Company Division of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association at the Wal- 
dorf. 

He said the incident illustrated the 
need for closer contact between the 
Council of Churches and the trust 
companies. He invited members of the 
division to send representatives to the 
council’s meeting in Atlantic City, 
N. J., on March 22. When asked for 


further details of the lost endowment 
after the meeting he refused to talk. 


Certificate Swindle. 


David P. Condon, Registrar of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
disclosed why New York institutions 
acting as registrar and transfer agents 
were warned recently not to affix 
State tax stamps to the back of stock 
certificates where the number of the 
— was indicated by perfora- 

ons. 

A swindle occasioned the change. Mr. 
Condon said ‘“‘some very clever gen- 
tlemen” had bought two certificates 
calling for one share of stock each in 
three corporations listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange. The stocks 
were selling above par. 

The buyers went to Florida and con- 
tracted to purchase real estate. They 
lacked sufficient cash, but arranged 
with a Florida banker to put up stock 
as collateral. The banker accepted the 
stock and advanced 8 per cent. loans. 
He remitted the certificates to New 
York where he had them discounted 
for 4% per cent. arid chuckled at the 
thought of his 3% per. cent. profit. 
Soon after the certificates had been 
recognized by the transfer agent it 
was discovered that the perforated fig- 
ures had been raised from 1 to 175, 
85 and 90. 

The method used was simple. Fig- 
ures perforated in one certificate were 
cut out and insertec in another, the 
inlay being held in place by the tax 
stamp on the reverse side. The cer- 
tificate with the hole left in it was 
burned over a large area around the 
hole and returned with a request for 
a duplicate to the transfer agent, who 
supplied it. 


To Charge for Safekeeping. 


John C, Mechem, Vice President of 
the First Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago, in an address on ‘Why 
Charge for Safekeeping of Securities?” 
announced that the Chicago Clearing 
House banks had instituted a new rule 
on Jan. 1, 1927. Under it, he said, the 
banks no longer will safekeep an ag- 
gregate of between $600,000,000 and 
$700,000,000 of securities for customers 
free of charge if the amount of a cus- 
tomer’s securities is larger than $5,000 
and if they are to remain on deposit 
longer than three months. 

Winslow Russell, Vice President of 
the Phoenix Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Hartford, Conn., asserted 
that trust companies and national 
banks were “natural allies’ of life 
insurance companies. He announced 
that the life insurance companies were 
launching an advertising campaign in 
which they call attention to trust fa- 
cilities. 

“Not far from a million dollars a 

day was paid. last year by the life in- 
surance companies of this country in 
lump-sum payments to beneficiaries, 
most of whom were untrained in the 
safe handling of money,” he said. 
“About 10 per cent. of all claims paid 
by the life insurance companies last 
year .was conserved through non-dis- 
cretionary trusts created between the 
insured and his life insurance com- 
pany. It is quite likely that a con- 
siderable part of the other three hun- 
dred millions paid in lump sums has 
already been misinvested.”’ 
- Mr. Russell asserted that the accu- 
mulated assets of the life insurance 
companies have now reached $12,850,- 
000,000, or ‘3.6 per cent, of our total 
national wealth.” 

W. 8. McLucas of Kansas City, Vice 
President of the Trust Company Divi- 
sion, presided. Among the_ speakers 
were Genieve N. Gildersleeve, Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association; Charles H. 
Moore, Rochester; Leopold A. Cham- 
bliss. Newark; J J. Reinhard, New 
York, and Francis H. Sisson. . There 
will be another session at the Waldorf 
this morning. 


FIVE ROBBERS. SENTENCED. 


All Get Long Terms in Kings—20 
to 35 Year Total for Maag. 
“Two-Gun Texas Bill’ Maag, who 
had pleaded guilty to complicity with 
five others in the kidnapping and rob- 
bery ot Frederick W. I. Lundy, a 
Sheepshead Bay restaurant owner, 
and his manager, Henry Lindner, was 
sentenced yesterday by Judge George 
W..Martin in Kings County Court to 
seven and a half years to fifteen years 
in Sing Sing Prison. Five’ to'ten years 
were added for possession of a pistol 

at the time of the robbery. ‘ 

Since the Lundy robbery. the Queens 
County Court had sentenced Maag for 
another robbery, so that’ his prison 
terms will total twenty to thirty-five 
years. All of.his accomplices in the 
Lundy robbery except'’one, who is 
awaiting.sentence, have been sent to 
prison. 

Judge Martin also sentenced KMdward 
P, Snyder, 21 a old, of 141 Moffatt 
Street, and Peter H. Cummins, 20, .of 
424 Bainbridge Street, to fifteen to
